Another of the nearby Channel Islands is 
Santa Catalina. Interestingly, Santa Catalina 
Island is depicted in Mr. Koerschner’s 
first illustration. The artist’s notes say, 
“lllus of Catalina shore where dry installa¬ 
tion might be placed.” (Illustration 1.) 


Notice the small cluster of buildings just 
onshore, in the centre-left of the frame. A 
shaft extends down below the buildings 
and extends underground and then 
underwater, out beneath the offshore 
slope of the island, as its flank sub¬ 
merges down into the sea. The several 
rooms of the in-bottom installation then 
open out from the shaft, with an opening 
at the bottom, directly to the open sea. 


However, it will be necessary to establish 
some successive types of experimental 
facilities before a full construction pro¬ 
gram can be started.

There are useful assignments for a suc¬ 
cession of three experimental stations 
other than advancing in-bottom construc¬ 
tion techniques.

Interestingly, this particular plan, which 
makes clear and unambiguous reference 
in the text to sharing of information by the 
Naval Underwater Warfare Center at 
China Lake, also mentions the desirability 
of making the planned, in-bottom under¬ 
sea bases “multipurpose”, i.e. these facili¬ 
ties could serve industrial (hard-rock min¬ 
ing and oil drilling) and scientific (geolog¬ 
ical, seismic, oceanographic) purposes, 
in addition to military objectives. This 
raises the possibility that the military 
might occupy and use such a base, 
under cover of a scientific or, even better, 
an industrial operation, which itself could 
conceivably be clandestine. 


Notice the hatch for access at left, with 
the door lock, as well as what appears to 
be a vertical access shaft. Inside the 
glass walled viewing capsule, there is a 
shirt-sleeve work environment. 


Larger facilities might accommodate sev¬ 
eral visitors at a time. From above 
(Illustration 4), you can see what a slight¬ 
ly larger capsule with multiple viewing 
ports might look like. Notice an access 
hatch on top of the seafloor installation 
and a connecting tunnel that disappears 
into the side of an undersea bluff at top- 
centre. Alternatively (Illustration 5), a 
smaller, spherical “viewing capsule”, a 
sort of Sea Hut”, could be constructed 
against an underwater bluff, with a verti¬ 
cal, access shaft. > 


A distinction between in-bottom and on- 
bottom facilities is made in the numbers 
of men enclosed and the depth of water, 
wherein areas of one atmosphere space 
can be created in-bottom at such low cost 
the ingress-egress system can be amor¬ 
tized if the space required is reasonably 
large. Economics thus can dictate choice 
between the two types; even so, some 
on-bottom facilities will be needed to aid 
the construction of remote in-bottom 
facilities. 


Well, that throws everything into sharper 
perspective. From the outset, it appears 
that the plan was to make dozens of 
undersea bases. The document itself 
makes clear that money would not be a 
problem. The figure of $2.7 billion that it 
cites for 30 in-bottom, undersea bases is 
relative peanuts, even by the black bud¬ 
get standards of the late 1960s; what to 
speak of today, where hundreds of bil¬ 
lions of dollars, if not trillions, have gone 
conspicuously missing at the Pentagon? 


I find further significance in the communi¬ 
cation between the team at China Lake 
and the team at Stanford Research 
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Returning to the wonderful illustrations by 
Walter Koerschner, I want to say that I 
absolutely love the colours in these 
underwater scenes. But the artwork only 
gets better, as in this cutaway look at a 
planned, deep-sea, Polaris submarine 
base. (Illustration 6.) Notice the Polaris 
submarine approaching the massive air 
lock at left. The huge submarine berth 
inside the seamount is connected to crew 
accommodations and an under-the- 
seabed tunnel network by a vertical shaft 
and tunnel system.

Craven to develop and deploy on the 
ocean bottom. There is not the slightest 
shadow of a doubt, by the way, that Dr. 
Craven would have interacted directly 
with the manned, undersea base team at 
China Lake. 

Other illustrations make clear that the 
Navy was thinking of berthing several 
submarines at a time in in-bottom installa¬ 
tions. For many years, I wondered how 
crews could keep from going stir crazy as 
they silently patrolled the ocean depths 
for months on end - up to a half year at a 
time! These illustrations have gotten me 
to thinking about other possibilities. Who 
knows what submarines and their crews 
really do when they submerge and disap¬ 
pear at sea for months on end? 

Consider this “racetrack” facility, also 
called the “Nautilus Concept”, for exam¬ 
ple, that can dock three submarines at a 
time, with an adjoining sister facility that 
also can handle multiple submarines. 
(Illustration 7.) 

The picture is virtually self-explanatory. 
Large submarines are hundreds of feet 
long, so the dimensions of a facility such 


as shown here would have to be very 
large. The central docking area might be 
more than a thousand feet long and easi¬ 
ly more than a hundred feet in diameter.

Spiral designs also play a prominent 
in the “Nautilus Concept” undersea 
plans. (Illustration 8.) The reason for the 
spiral designs is this: tunnel boring 
machines cannot turn a sharp corner, so 
when they are used to excavate a com¬ 
plex, all turns must be curved, the radius 
of the turn determined by the tunnel bor¬ 
ing machine’s turning radius. The idea 
would be to bring a disassembled tunnel 
boring machine down the central shaft 
shown here. The actual lock tube entrance 
to the deep shaft might have an outer 
lock, and an inner lock, to admit both 
men and equipment. (See Illustration 9.) 
After all the component pieces were down 
the shaft, mechanics would be brought 
down to put the tunnel boring machine 
together and commence tunneling out the 
complex. Large tunnel boring machines 
can be hundreds of feet long, so the com¬ 
plex you are looking at could be quite 
large. Notice the looping entrance and exit 
tunnel for submarines in the lower-left- 
centre. Excavated muck would simply be 
discharged to the outside of the seamount.

These are some of the sorts of viewing 
ports that could be associated with a 
land-based Rock-Site underwater base as 
depicted in Illustration 1. 

Judging from the undersea scenery and 
activities shown in Illustrations 1-5, facili¬ 
ties such as these would be constructed 
at comparatively shallow depths, perhaps 
on the continental shelf, or in, and on, the 
underwater slopes of offshore islands. 

I cannot help but remark at this juncture 
that it is strange that my research has 
uncovered these two explicit references 
showing U.S. military interest in possible 
undersea bases in the Channel Island 
region that lies just offshore of southern 
California. After all, as some readers may 


remember, the alien abductee, Linda Porter, 
recounts a bewildering tale of being shown 
an undersea facility that rose up out of the 
seabed, somewhere off-shore from Santa 
Barbara, California. Those who are interest¬ 
ed may consult her account in greater detail 
in Linda Moulton Howe’s book, Glimpses 
of Other Realities, Vol. II: High Strangeness . 
(5) Can it be pure coincidence that the 
Channel Islands lie due south and south¬ 
east of Santa Barbara? I find it significant 
that Ms. Porter reports being shown a 
strange undersea base in the near vicinity 
of the very islands where the U.S. Navy 
showed interest in making undersea facil¬ 
ities. This is the very sort of evidence that 
once again raises the question as to pos¬ 
sible clandestine cooperation between the 
U.S. military and purported aliens. 


near the top of the vertical shaft has two 
pipes that extend outside the facility to 
the deep sea. Based on my research I 
believe that such a facility would likely be 
powered by a compact nuclear reactor 
and that the pipes would be for the circu¬ 
lation of seawater to cool the reactor 
core. As you may know, at great depth 
seawater is very cold, and so would serve 
admirably to cool a nuclear reactor. 


I don’t know what is at the top of the verti¬ 
cal shaft, but it looks as if it might be a 
glass-domed viewing/observation/surveil¬ 
lance area. It would be a natural location 
for an ingress 
/egress hatch or 
lock, as well. The 
tunnel system 
that extends 
beneath the 
seafloor and out 
of the frame to 
the lower right is 
very interesting. I 
believe that the 
several vertical 
shafts located at 
end of the 
short tunnels 
that branch off at 
right angles to 
the main tunnel 
are meant to be 
underwater 
nuclear missile 
silos. There are 
two reasons for 
my saying this: First, the 1968 SRI docu¬ 
ment that I cited earlier, explicitly men¬ 
tions that one of the purposes of deep, 
manned, in-bottom bases might be for 
“Offshore missile launch sites”.

Here is another possible configuration for 
a spiral undersea base. (Illustration 10.) 
Notice that in this case, the undersea 
base has an industrial function. It is an oil 
drilling operation, completely contained 
within the seabed. The rubric implies that 
it would be powered by a geothermal 
source of energy. The oil wells are arrayed 
in an outlying tunnel, and the petroleum 
they would produce is pumped up a cen¬ 
tral shaft for delivery to a waiting oil tanker 
on the surface of the sea, far above. I am 
not aware of any such operational facili¬ 
ties today. However, I have run across 
conceptual plans for such undersea oper¬ 
ations in the mining literature that I have 
consulted in recent years. I will have 
more to say on this topic in my next book.

Today, the Chase is 
an area of outstanding natural 
beauty with all its charm and 
mystery intact. 

Such mystery has always sur¬ 
rounded this location and it is 
as much the case today as it 
was thousands of years ago. 


Today, it is UFOs and sight¬ 
ings of black panthers’ 
that excite the imagi¬ 
nation. In the 
Encyclopedia of 
Staffordshire 
produced to 
celebrate 
the new mil¬ 
lennium, 
Jenny Randles

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I t is generally acknowledged that Budd Hopkins 
is the world’s foremost expert on UFO abduc¬ 
tion. In his previous three books, Missing Time 
(1981), Intruders (m7), and Witnessed (1996), 
Hopkins set unsurpassable high standards for 
the integrity of abduction research and blazed a 
trail to aspects of the phenomenon that continue to 
be rediscovered and replicated repeatedly by the 
many investigators who came after. 

Hopkins was, for example, the researcher who 
coined the term “screen memory” to describe the 
aliens’ method of superimposing a less threatening 
false memory over the possibly traumatic events 
the abductee has actually endured. It was Hopkins 
who first took seriously and documented reports 
from abductees who recalled under hypnosis the 
medical procedures involved in creating the hybrid 
alien/human children that continue to be regarded 
by the UFO community at large as the primary 
focus of the overall abduction programme. 

Hopkins recently published his fourth book, Sight 

Unseen: Science, UFO Invisibility and Transgenic 

Beings (Mr\a Books, 2003), co-authored with his 

wife, Carol Rainey.

But afterwards, when they developed their pho¬ 
tographs, they were not in any of the photographs 
even though they had been taking pictures of each 
other posing against the water and so forth. They 
could not understand this. 


In the following interview, Hopkins discusses Sight 
Unseen and some of the case histories presented 
therein, as well as grappling with the many gen¬ 
uinely frightening implications of what the latest 
evidence implies. Yet, in spite of the grim possibili¬ 
ties ahead, there is as always an unflinching opti¬ 
mism in what Hopkins has to say about both the 
UFO occupants and the many human lives they 
have so mysteriously touched. 

You once said that you never begin a new 
book unless the data demands it. So what led 
you to write Sight Unseeh? 

HOPKINS: 

There were two basic issues that needed to be 
explored. The first is the idea, and it’s a radical idea, 
that during abductions, UFO, the occupants inside 
the UFO doing the abduction, and the abductees 
themselves are somehow rendered unseeable or 
invisible, if you want to call it that. It’s the only way 
that abductions can be taking place in the daytime, 
in big cities, around the world, with nobody report¬ 
ing them happening. And the very fact of the Linda 
Cortile case, which was deliberately made seeable, 
and the fact that it had so many witnesses, and we 
have new witnesses on the case is a kind of “con¬ 
trol” that shows what would happen if abductions 
were seeable. 

Invisibility is a very heavy-duty issue to bring up, 
because it seems so off-the-wall, so paranormal, 
that people don’t want to deal with it, and yet I just 
felt it had to be dealt with in-depth in the book. 

And of course there were so many cases that sup¬ 
ported it in terms of physical evidence, anecdotal 
evidence, and witness evidence of one sort or 
another that we’ve accumulated over the years. 
There were just an enormous number of cases that 
had to be brought forward. I adduced about six 
separate cases at some length to support the idea 
of invisibility during abductions. 

The second point is that we have known ever since 
I published Intruders that the UFO occupants have 
been interested quite centrally in producing a kind 
of “hybrid” mix of them and us. What we have 
found over the years, and this doesn’t just mean 
the so called “Men-ln-Black” cases, but cases 
where there seem to be very strange, not quite 
human individuals operating in the real world. 

They’re driving cars, apparently having jobs, going 
into restaurants, into stores and the like. We have 
had many cases along those lines suggesting that 
some of these, what we call in the book “transgenic 
beings,” meaning genes have been engineered 
from alien genetic makeup to human and vice 
versa, to create these beings. And that these 
beings, at least some of them at least some of the 
time, are actually operating in the real world. Not in 
UFOs, but in everyday quotidian existence. 

So there were so many cases there that needed to 
be brought to light that I felt these were the two 
major new points that we have to now attach to the 
UFO abduction phenomenon in general as aspects 
of it. 


Would you please tell the readers about 
your wife Carol Rainey and her contributions to 
the book? 

HOPKINS: 

Carol is someone who has a lot of experience in 
doing scientific and medical films for the New 
England Research Institute, where she worked for 
many years in charge of their video department. 

She has also worked on films for PBS. She worked 
on a “Nova” special on the subject of menopause. 

So she has a background in science. She studied 
futurism, future studies, when she was in college. 
She’s always had a scientific interest. 


All of those things now seem possible, and our sci¬ 
ence is approaching them. This was the area that 
Carol was documenting. 

Carol is currently working on a documentary on the 
Linda Cortile case. It’s not in shape yet, but she has 
many, many hours of filmed interviews and docu¬ 
mentary pieces which when brought together make 
for a fascinating programme. 

As you were saying before, the new book 
concentrates on subjects only touched on by 
researchers before, invisibility and transgenic 
beings. Can you summarize some of the invisi¬ 
bility cases that most stand out in your mind? 

HOPKINS: 

There are many fascinating cases that I deal with in 
the book. One, which is extremely striking to me, 
involves a family in Australia. I interviewed the hus¬ 
band and wife, who several years ago took their 
very young children to the park one Saturday after¬ 
noon. Certainly the husband in the family had felt 
that he had been having abduction experiences, 
and it also seemed to be something that was being 
experienced by the other members of the family, 
too. But at any rate, he was very aware of his expe¬ 
riences. 

At some point, he and his wife began photograph¬ 
ing each other posing with the two children, but all 
the while feeling very strange. They left the park 
feeling very uneasy. And the children, who loved to 
go there, never wanted to return to the park again. 


Well, when we looked into this using hypnosis, first 
the wife and then the husband, doing them quite 
separately, it turns out that as he was photograph¬ 
ing his wife and the two children, she and the chil¬ 
dren suddenly lifted off the ground. This was at a 
playground with a lot of people around. They were 
taken straight up in some kind of light, even though 
this was the middle of the afternoon. They went up 
into a craft. She was put on a table and the children 
were taken from her. She was extraordinarily upset 
and to shorten the story, when they were returned 
by the same method they went up, lowered down 
by a beam of light, there was her husband standing 
on the ground holding the camera in place, just as it 
had been before, half an hour or an hour or so 
before. No one had approached him. 

He felt, when I did hypnosis with him, that nobody 
could actually see him. But the fact remains that 
when they took pictures of each other they were lit¬ 
erally invisible. It’s quite an incredible story. 

Another case that I went in to has to do with 
Katharina Wilson. 

I was going to ask you about her. 

HOPKINS: 

She had this bizarre experience of arriving in 
Chicago at O’Hara Airport, walking into the ladies 
room, again feeling very strange. She’d had an odd 
encounter on the plane with a woman, which is 
something that has not been explored. There’s been 
no hypnosis in this case, at her request. > 
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At any rate, she went to the ladies room and when 
she put soap on her hands, and put her hands 
under the automatic faucets with a sensor, the 
water wouldn’t go on. And she kept moving her 
hands from faucet to faucet and nothing was work¬ 
ing. When a woman would step away from the sink 
with water still running, Katharina would pop her 
hands underneath and it would stop. 

At some point, she became aware that people 
weren’t able to see her and that she was not regis¬ 
tering on the faucets. She even asked a young 
woman who was in the restroom, “Can you see 
me?” Katherina received no response whatsoever. 

She had soap on her hands and went to a baby 
changing sink which had traditional taps she was 
able to operate and wash her hands. 

Her next recollection was a phone call to her hus¬ 
band. This registered the idea that there had been 
missing time from her getting off the plane, but the 
next thing she knew was when she sort of 
appeared as if by magic at the baggage claim area. 
The only luggage on the carousel was hers, all the 
other passengers had collected the luggage and 
gone some time previously. The people who were 
there to meet her from the airport said that she vir¬ 
tually appeared out of thin air. 

So these are cases where you have testimony of 
various kinds. There are mechanical aspects in both 
of them, one, the sensors didn’t work and the other, 
he camera didn’t register, the film didn’t register 
uman beings. Those are quite similar physical 
Tails. But this all seems totally crazy and off-the- 
;all, and yet it seems to be an essential part of the 
bducLion phenomenon. 

X It’s obvious that invisibility is a crucial 
aspt* t of the abduction phenomenon, and in 
fact 4$ you were saying before, abductions 
cot* .1 not be carried out in the numbers that 
they are without it. 

HOPKINS: 

Absolutely. No way possible. 

Q a So why has it taken so long to call the 
“invisibility” spade a spade? 

HOPKINS: 

Well, that’s an interesting thing. As I mention in the 
book, the bravest among us, in terms of UFO 
abduction researchers, has been David Jacobs in 
so many ways. He was the first one to bring this to 
public attention, although at a very modest confer¬ 
ence in Santa Barbara a number of years ago. But 
he addressed it head on. I spoke about it also at a 
MUFON conference a few years after that. But 
essentially, it is so much the province of science 
fiction and fantasy and so forth. I think UFO 
researchers have been aware of it but have not 
wanted to bring it into public view. 

In the same way, when I was writing Missing Time , 

I was aware that during abductions, people were 
passed through closed surfaces, windows or doors 
or walls or whatever. Yet I did not mention that in 


the book because I felt that I wanted to pre¬ 
sent the strongest evidence first, and an ele¬ 
ment that would be harder for people to 
accept would actually give them a reason to 
say, “I’m not going to bother with this 
because this is impossible.” I think in a simi¬ 
lar way researchers have treated the issue of 
invisibility very carefully for exactly the same 
reason, if you bring it up you weaken the 
case to a lot of people. 

Q. Can we go back and discuss the 
transgenic beings again? 

HOPKINS: 

When I wrote in Intruders in 1987 that the 
alien agenda seemed focused on the cre¬ 
ation of a kind of “mixed breed,” one might 
say, with alien and human characteristics, 
and that the reproductive focus of all this 
seemed to point in that direction, and that 
ova and sperm samples and flesh samples 
and skin samples were being taken regular¬ 
ly, I was attacked very roundly by biologists 
who said that that isn’t possible. You can’t make 
hybrid beings. Genetics do not allow that. That’s 
just impossible. 

Now of course we’re at a point where science is 
doing far wilder things. 

If I had suggested back in 1987, sixteen years ago, 
that we would be able to put a gene from a jellyfish 
into a monkey so that it would glow under a black 
light and be phosphorescent, people would have 
laughed me right out of the bookstores, yet this has 
actually happened. 

So the lesson here is that the more we stick with 
the data, regardless of what the contemporary the¬ 
ories are about the possibilities of any particular 
thing happening, if we stick with the data we’re 
safe. Throughout the history of the UFO phenome¬ 
non and its investigation, it has been our data ver¬ 
sus orthodox theories. They don’t have data that 
refutes this. They just say, “ this can’t be because 
it’s impossible.” 

So once we deal with the reality, certainly the plau¬ 
sibility, of creating these beings, which our science 
seems able to do, in terms of crossbreeding differ¬ 
ent species of animals, then I certainly think what 
we have to say is that some of these beings may 
be on Earth. They may be on Earth some of the 
time, or a long time, we don’t really know. They may 
be learning our ways. It’s very, very hard to know 
the purpose of this, and of course it can fuel a 
range of paranoid terrors. But I have just come 
across too many cases. 

I think the whole phenomenon of the so-called 
Men-ln-Black, who are really a group of individuals 
who don’t seem fully human, and that’s been the 
way this has appeared from the beginning of so 
called MIB incidents. This suggests that we have 
people who can drive up in a car and get out and 
talk to you and also paralyze you and pass through 
a wall and read your mind, etc. So whether this is 
some slow, gradual infiltration or whether this is 


something more benign than that, we don’t really 
know. But in fact it seems to be what this whole 
thing is actually about. 

Qa Well, can you describe some of what I 
found to be truly chilling encounters with 
transgenic beings detailed in the book? 

HOPKINS: 

One case that I went into is the case with a woman 
I call Terry in the book. It’s a very interesting case. I 
had been working with her looking into her abduc¬ 
tion experiences later on in life, and at one point 
she mentioned that she had had a funny thing hap¬ 
pen when she was sixteen, when she went to this 
strange job interview with a strange man. I of 
course wanted to find out about what that was, and 
the very fact that she had remembered this and 
brought it up in the context of other experiences of 
hers would suggest that unconsciously at least she 
connected this with the UFO phenomenon. 

What happened was this, she was approached by a 
man, a normal looking person, in a pizza parlor and 
asked if she wanted a summer job, she said yes 
and gave him her address. He picked her up the next 
afternoon in a car, without getting out of the car. Her 
mother, for some reason, totally unlike her, found 
out nothing about the man or where her daughter 
was going, a sixteen-year-old, very pretty little girl. 
Her mother just said, “Oh, fine. Good luck.” 

Now the moment the young girl got in the car with 
the man, she began to feel extremely strange, 
almost a kind of altered state. This man began 
speaking to her about elements in her life, going all 
the way back to her early childhood. Knowing 
everything about her, including things that were 
very, very secret, even the fact that she had been 
abused by a stepfather, something she’d never told 
anyone, including her mother. 

This man seemed to have total knowledge of her 
and total control over her. Well, one thing led to 
another. There didn’t seem to be any kind of a job. 
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The man made a sort of a tentative suggestion that 
they have sex, but in the strangest way, something 
guaranteed not be effective, and yet she was still so 
much under his power that when she left after 
turning him down, she got right back in the car 
with him and he drove her to the country. She 
remembered all of this part consciously, everything 
that I’ve just described. The following information 
emerged under hypnosis. He drove them into a field 
where there was a landed UFO. He turned the girl 
over to the UFO occupants, as if he was some kind 
of an agent or go-between. We’re not certain what 
happened at that point, it has not been very well 
explored as she was very upset. 

She recalls getting back in the car and the man dri¬ 
ving her home. The UFO part of it was forgotten for 
the rest of her life until we looked into this experi¬ 
ence. But there are a number of cases where we 
seem to have a normal human operating totally in 
conjunction with the small grey aliens, as if his 
alliances are totally with them, even though he may 
look relatively human. 

Qa Do you have another story like that? 

HOPKINS: 

One of the most interesting is a case involving a 
farmer. This is a man I worked with a number of 
times, he is a very solid person. He’s no longer liv¬ 
ing, unfortunately. But he had met near his farm 
this strange person who looked almost exactly like 
his son, except different and rather strange. This 
man, this strange person who looked like his son, 
seemed to have some unusual powers. The farmer 
was out cutting hay in a field with his wife, and she 
took a rest. He was on his tractor, and his con¬ 
scious memory was of seeing two helicopters over¬ 
head. They landed where his wife was sunbathing 
in the nude on this wagon on some bales of hay. He 
doesn’t remember exactly what happened con¬ 
sciously, but his wife began having all kinds of 
emotional problems and was committed to a men¬ 
tal hospital. She became almost suicidal, afraid to 
go outside, and was subjected to electric shock and 
all kinds of treatment. When I met her, she was in 
pretty bad shape. 

After agreeing to hypnotherapy the helicopters 
turned out to be UFOs. When they landed and he 
rushed towards where his wife was lying, this odd, 
semi-human figure approached, the one who 
looked like their son, and told them to calm down, 
everything was fine and he shouldn’t be angry. 

They just wanted him to see what was happening. 
They made him witness some procedures they 
were doing to his wife in broad daylight as she lay 
on these bales of hay, which included some kind of 
vaginal instrument, and some instrument inserted 
in her naval, and a great deal of pain. This poor 
farmer, the husband, was unable to move. He was 
cursing and weeping and the transgenic being, who 
looked like his son, was telling him, “Don’t you see? 
Everything’s fine. We’re not hurting her,” as if there 
was a profound inability to understand what this 
man was going through. It was as if the entire 
range of human emotions was outside the under¬ 
standing of this strange being. 


It’s a very touching story and I think it’s one of the 
most important stories in the book, actually. 

Qb It is certainly a dramatic thing to realize that 
there are aliens who can easily pass as human 
beings walking among us. What are some of the 
most basic implications of that aspect of things? 

HOPKINS: 

Well, of course, at the more paranoid end, the impli¬ 
cations are of a sort of systematic infiltration of 
earthly society. That could mean an ultimate kind of 
takeover. We have no way of knowing. It could also 
mean somehow a way of becoming used to earthly 
ways and perhaps of enriching their own emotional 
range and their own knowledge of other beings. 

The most pleasant possible scenario is that they 
could just perhaps learn what they needed to know 
about the way our kind of civilization develops, and 
then leave and go somewhere else and populate 
another unpopulated planet. 

There are a thousand implications. But, as I always 
say, I’m much better as a reporter than I am as a 
prognosticator. So I don’t really know what this is 
going to lead to, but certainly there is nothing about 
it at all that should make us feel in any sense com¬ 
placent or comfortable. 

Qb Well, David Jacobs says something similar 
in The Threat He says he’s become very 
depressed contemplating our future under alien 
guidance or whatever, and he says it’s a simple 
matter of colonization. 

HOPKINS: 

See, that’s certainly a completely logical interpreta¬ 
tion of the information. I just think that Dave 
Jacobs is braver than I in that he is willing to follow 
the implications of the data he has been gathering, 
which is very, very close to what I’ve been gather¬ 
ing. It’s the same data. 

I am perhaps more hopeful that somehow or other 
the world will go on in the way that I have known it 
all my life for a little while longer. I have a thirty- 
year-old daughter and a little step grandson who’s 
eight, and I would like that little boy to grow up in 
the world that I grew up in, as far as possible. And 
for my daughter to have a future that is the kind of 
future I had when I was thirty. Therefore, I would 
rather hope and believe that we do have time and 
that perhaps the worst will not occur and that there 
might be some other circumstances or some other 
aspects of the alien agenda that we’re not yet 
aware of that might make this somehow less dire. 

Qb Tbis is a question that might make you a 
little uncomfortable, but how much is human 
anger a factor in all this? I’ve talked to some 
abductees who are very angry about what’s 
happened to them, and I’ve talked to researchers 
and therapists who are angry for the sake of 
the abductees they work with. What are your 
feelings about the anger response? 

HOPKINS: 

Well, I certainly feel a great deal of anger myself at 
what people are being put through and I feel a 


great deal of sorrow. There is absolutely no doubt 
that the abduction experience, in an individual’s life, 
is extremely harmful. No doubt about it. The post- 
traumatic stress disorder symptoms, the damage to 
self-esteem, the damage to the idea of trust, and 
human relationships, all of these things have been 
demonstrated by psychological testing. These are 
people who’ve had a very difficult time. 

Yes, there is plenty to be furious about. I’ve said 
many times, I don’t believe that the aliens are com¬ 
ing down here with some kind of malevolent atti¬ 
tude and now let’s see how many lives we can dis¬ 
turb and damage by scaring these people and par¬ 
alyzing them and putting them through some extra¬ 
ordinarily upsetting experiences. I don’t think that’s 
it. I think this is what we used to call collateral 
damage. The alien idea of collateral damage is that 
this is just what goes along with the work that 
they’re doing with human beings on their agenda. 
It’s extraordinarily damaging to people. 

I think that anger is one of the healthiest emotions 
that people can have about their experiences, 
because at the time they’re having experiences, 
very often they can’t express the anger. They’re 
frightened to death. They’re in a kind of altered 
state. They can’t move. Very often, when I do hyp¬ 
nosis with somebody, as a matter of a fact, almost 
every time, at a certain point, when a person’s feel¬ 
ing some degree of calm, they’re on a table or 
whatever’s happening, I will often say, “Well, maybe 
you couldn’t say anything to the people, the occu¬ 
pants who’ve taken you here, or maybe you could¬ 
n’t ask them any questions. But let’s say right no* 
if you could ask them anything you want to ask 
them, or say anything to them, let’s have v/w say 
or ask it.” And very often they will shout ogt, “Lea\ 
me alone!” “You have no right to do this!’ Things 
that they possibly could not express at uie time. S, 

I beleive anger and trying to let that angei fk a? is a 
very worthwhile aspect of the sort of de facio *ner- 
apy that’s part of what we do. 

Qb Is there anything you wish to add? Is the m 
some question I haven’t asked or some kind of 
final comment you’d care to make? 

HOPKINS: 

I think that over the years, in my three previous 
books, I have stayed in as cautious a frame of mind 
as I possibly could about what I would claim. It was 
only when I received a great deal of evidence back¬ 
ing up a particular assertion that I would ever make 
that assertion. And in this case, I have more case 
material than in any of my earlier books. The last 
two books have just focused on a single case, more 
or less. But here, there are many, many cases, 
which are adduced in support of these two 
extremely radical aspects of the phenomenon. I 
don’t think I’ve ever written as radical a book as 
this, or as daring a book, but I think I’ve assembled 
enough evidence to make these new issues cer¬ 
tainly seem plausible. It’s a bit of a daring trip for 
me, but if people trust me based on the earlier 
books, I hope they’ll trust me on this one, too. ■

Organization expected 
to retract defamatory 
claims, and facilitate 
$1,000,000 award to 
Swiss man 

L OS ANGELES - It was only a mat¬ 
ter of time before a breakthrough in 
authenticating the existence of non¬ 
terrestrial UFOs would take place 
but, surely, nobody thought it would 
come about this way. Despite mounting evi¬ 
dence over the past half-century, the arbiters 
and manipulators of public opinion in media, 
governmental and scientific circles, along 
with professional sceptics and debunkers, 
have marginalized serious discussion of 
UFOs and dismissed all evidence as incon¬ 
clusive and flawed. 

Defamatory Claims? 

A special target, at the top of the hit list for 
sceptics and debunkers for more than 25 
years, are the claimed contacts of a Swiss 
man, Billy Meier. Meier, who claimed that his 
contacts with extraterrestrial humans began 
in 1942, when he was five years old, also 
says that they continue to this day, more 
than 60 years later. But the sceptics, in 
labelling Meier and his evidence as fraudu¬ 
lent, claim that he hoaxed his 35mm photos 
and 8mm film segments of the UFOs during 
the mid-1970s using models or some 
unidentified form of special effects wizardry 
to accomplish the alleged deception. 
Professional sceptics, such as the interna¬ 
tional organization CFI, magician/sceptic The 
“Amazing” Randi, and science writer/sceptic 
Michael Shermer, have long been in the 
forefront of those accusing Meier of hoaxing 
his physical evidence, which also includes 
video and sound recordings, as well as 
metal alloy samples. 

Meier’s supporters state that these claims 
run counter to the results of scientific exami¬ 
nation of Meier’s evidence by experts from 
JPL, IBM, USGS and Nippon TV, as well as 
special effects expert Wally Gentleman, 
known for his work on Stanley Kubrick’s 
“2001”, among many films. They also claim 
that all of Meier’s physical evidence remains 
irreproducible even with today’s technology. 

The Challenge 

In order to definitively resolve the matter, in 
early February 2001, a number of Meier’s 
more than 1200 photos and eight film seg¬ 
ments were presented for examination to 
case investigator Vaughn Rees of CFI West, 
the Los Angeles branch of CFI. Mr. Rees 
concluded that, in his expert opinion, they 
were all “easily duplicated hoaxes” and that 
the two lights seen flashing alternately from 


two different parts of the UFO in the film 
( Hasenbol , March 18, 1976 at: 
www.figu.org/us/ufology/videos.htm) were 
accomplished simply by Meier’s scratching 
the film with a pin. 

Mr. Rees agreed to back up his claims by 
duplicating one of Meier’s UFO photos along 
with the film segment, which should be the 
easiest to duplicate because it was the only 
one of Meier’s that had no other objects in it 
to compare to the UFO. Mr. Rees stated that 
he already had a 35mm photo camera and 
knew where to acquire an 8mm movie cam¬ 
era. His work wasn’t required to be exact to 
the last detail, just convincingly comparable 
in quality to Meier’s. 

Over the next two months Mr. Rees failed to 
submit anything to back up his claims and, in 
May of 2001, it was suggested that he could 
try using any high-tech equipment available 
to him, i.e. computers, special effects, Photo 
Shop, etc., to fulfil his commitment. It was 



also suggested that, if he wished to be sport¬ 
ing about it, he should use only one hand 
since Meier is a one-armed man. 

The Results 

Two years later, at a UFO conference in 
February of 2003, Mr. Rees was confronted 
about his failure to meet the challenge. He 
responded that he still didn’t have access to 
a photo-processing lab, which Meier himself 
never had access to, having sent all of his 
films off to a local shop for developing. Mr. 
Rees was reminded that he could, and per¬ 
haps had already tried to, use any high-tech 
means at his disposal instead. In a compara¬ 
ble two-year period Mr. Meier had, with one 
hand, produced hundreds of photos, while 
the able-bodied, technology-savvy Mr. Rees 
had produced none. 


Now, about three-years have passed and 
Mr. Rees has still failed to provide even one 
photo or film to back up his claims. In a 
three-year period of time Meier had taken 
nearly 1,000 photographs and, in one period 
of about twelve months, he took at least one- 
half dozen of his 8mm films, and he did all of 
this using only one hand! A comparable 
number and quality of such types of films for 
an individual special effects person during 
the mid-1970s (and maybe any other time 
period) would be quite respectable, though 
an Internet search will reveal that no such 
cinematic accomplishments, professional or 
otherwise, exist. 

This may be the first, and most important, 
time in history that sceptics have set out to 
disprove a presumed hoax and ended up 
proving its authenticity. And, in this case, 
what they proved is undoubtedly the factuali- 
ty of the most important event in human his¬ 
tory, the existence of, and contact with, 
extraterrestrials. 

What Integrity Demands 

The professional sceptics of the Meier case 
have concocted all sorts of fanciful notions 
and theories as to how he hoaxed the evi¬ 
dence. But when challenged to prove their 
claims they repeatedly replied that it was not 
their job to attempt to duplicate the evidence, 
although conducting themselves according 
to the scientific method would require it. 

Their time for freely, and irresponsibly, 
attacking Meier ran out when Mr. Rees and 
CFI West utterly and completely failed to 
meet the challenge they had finally accept¬ 
ed. In so doing, they effectively proved 
Meier’s UFOs real and their own claims 
unsubstantiated and defamatory. 

Unequivocal public retractions and apologies 
are now owed to Meier from CFI West, Vaughn 
Rees, Randi, Michael Shermer, etc. They 
have indulged in character assassination, 
slander and libel, and the sloppiest, least sci¬ 
entific thinking imaginable. It is now absolute¬ 
ly incumbent upon any and all of the sceptics 
who have offered money for proof of “para¬ 
normal” phenomenon, to offer it to Meier and 
his non-profit organization in Switzerland, 
FIGU. Specifically, the offer by Randi of 
$1,000,000 for proof of a paranormal ability has 
been more than satisfied and must be paid. 

Integrity demands that they now live up to 
their word. There can be absolutely no argu¬ 
ment, dispute or doubt now, especially con¬ 
sidering the abysmal, failed attempts by the 
sceptical accusers themselves, with any 
tools at their disposal, to debunk, let alone 
duplicate Meier’s stunning proof. Now it’s 
time to recognize that the most important 
event in human history has occurred and to 
discover what meaning it holds for us. 



Addendum 

While the sceptics have offered an unexpect¬ 
ed contribution to authenticating what has 
come to be known as the Meier Contacts, it’s 
really only the tip of a very deep and solid 
iceberg of irrefutable proof far beyond rea¬ 
sonable doubt. 

Noted Astronomer Corroborates 
Additional Evidence 

In April of 2003, Dr. Joseph Veverka, 
Chairman of the Astronomy Department at 
Cornell University, was presented with docu¬ 
mentation of specific information on Jupiter, 
its rings and its moons, published by Meier in 
October, 1978, five months before the 
Voyager probe photographed and relayed 
the information back to Earth. When shown 
the evidence that Meier described the moon 
lo as being the most volcanically active body 
in the solar system, prior to the first official 
knowledge of it in March of 1979, Dr. 

Veverka was direct and candid, “If he said 
that three to five months before, then all that 
I can say is that he’s right.” 

Meier also documented the fact that Jupiter 
had rings, described the chemical composi¬ 
tion of the planet’s surface, the coloration of 
its moons, lo’s smooth surface and Europa 
being encrusted in ice. But far more amaz¬ 
ingly, Meier accurately described both the 
composition and the source of Jupiter’s rings 
20 years before scientists from Cornell 
announced their findings, in 1998! 

Prophetically Accurate Information 

In February of 1995, Meier published a 
lengthy document of enormous complexity in 
which he foretold the likelihood of certain 
specific future events. In September 2001, 
portions of that information were included in 
the book And Yet They Fly! written by Guido 
Moosbrugger, a former Austrian school¬ 
teacher and principal acquainted with Meier 
for about 25 years. 
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The following seven items, foretold on pages 
347 and 348 of And Yet They Fly! have 
recently occurred and virtually in the 
sequence Meier foretold: 

1. The strike or attack by the US and its 
president (Iraq). Meier even used the word 
“stun” when he said the strike would "...stun 
the entire world..." “Stun” is a synonym for 
the term “shock” used by the US as in 
"shock and awe". 

2. Meier correctly predicted the following 
upsurge in unrest and violence from Islamic 
fundamentalists. 

3. Meier foretold the spread of AIDS, which 
has indeed become very widespread. 

4. Mad Cow Disease has since spread to 
other animals and humans as Meier also 
predicted. 

5. Meier said that a new disease and epi¬ 
demic would then appear and SARS did just 
that. 

6. His warning regarding a renewed threat of 
chemical warfare is more in the news than 
ever. 

7. Meier specifically warned of the possibility 
of an accident, one that he said could be 
avoided, however, at the nuclear power plant 
near Lyon, France. The emergency scenario, 
and the timely shut down of that exact plant, 
occurred on August 12, 2003. 

Now, in case the astronomically high odds 
against any kind of coincidences or lucky 
guesses aren’t apparent, consider that Meier 
identified the following eight years in 
advance: 

1. The exact country and leader (out of hun¬ 
dreds) that would launch a stunning attack 
and a synonym for the term actually used by 
that country’s leader (impossible to calculate). 


2. The exact reli¬ 
gious group (out of 
thousands) that 
would respond with 
their own attacks. 

3. The exact dis¬ 
ease (out of thou¬ 
sands) that would 
spread widely 
among humans. 

4. The exact animal 
disease (out of thou¬ 
sands) that would spread to other 
animals and humans. 

5. The sudden appearance of a 
new disease and epidemic. 

6. The exact kind of weapons and 
warfare that would cause renewed 
threats. 

7. The exact location (out of 436) 
and type of facility (out of several) 
that would have a near-accident. 

If this doesn’t qualify as a genuine 
demonstration of psychic or para¬ 
normal abilities nothing does. And 
it far exceeds any reasonable 
requirements to garner the finan¬ 
cial award promised for such a demonstra¬ 
tion, though that never has been the purpose 
of Meier’s mission. It is only fitting, however, 
that those who have long accused him of 
being a hoaxer out for non-existent, and 
unproven, financial gain, should now have 
the opportunity to reward him, not only for 
his abilities, but also for suffering the fools 
and their defamation for so long. 

For those who may be unaware Meier, in 
addition to character assassination, has sur¬ 
vived 19 (documented) actual assassination 
attempts. 

The Sound Recordings 

Finally, the sceptics (and others who’ve actu¬ 
ally tried) have also been unable to repro¬ 
duce the sound recordings Meier made of a 
UFO, using only a cassette tape recorder, in 
an open field in front of 15 witnesses. There 
are 32 simultaneous frequencies occurring, 
24 in the audible and eight in the inaudible 
range. To date, they remain irreproducible 
even with state-of-the-art synthesizers, let 
alone with cassette machines outdoors.

Joanne 
reported seeing first two 
objects, then dozens, but lost 
sight of the large formation 
behind the houses. 

On speaking with Cameron I 
checked with researchers 


around the area for any similar 
reports. Although no direct 
sightings could be associated 
with Cameron’s experience, the 
following short article (below) 
appeared in the Nottingham 
Evening Post on 15 January.

“But it indicated something must 
have been seen going on. What 
caused the fire? Well, your guess 
is as good as mine. It's all a bit of 
a mystery.” 

Even the experts were at odds. 

The Royal Observatory said it 
must have been a meteorite and 
Jodrell Bank chief Sir Bernard 
Lovell agreed, but at the Royal 
Greenwich Observatory they said 
it was almost certainly a Russian 
space satellite re-entering the 
earth’s atmosphere. The British 
Interplanetary Society even gave it 
a number, Cosmos 265. 

A couple of months later, police in 
Mansfield “kept watch” on a UFO 
hovering over the area for more 
than 90 minutes. 

It was first spotted by PC D. Page, 
who was near the old Mansfield 
General Hospital when he saw a 
bright, triangular object with con¬ 
cave sides. It was seen to change 
colour in the cloudless sky, stop, 
move to the right and stop again. 

Other officers, with the aid of 
binoculars, described it as brilliant 
and distinct. 

The Post's files bulge with similar 
stories, Bilborough being a partic¬ 
ular hotspot for sightings. Again in 
1965, five people standing on a 


hill near St John’s Church saw an 
orange disc in the sky. 

“It was changing colour, from red 
to blue to green and at times, bits 
seemed to drop off it and then 
return,” said John Atkin. 

A couple of years earlier, John 
Derry, of Albert Avenue, Bobbers 
Mill, saw a large, round, silver 
object drift over the city, and three 
Bilborough youths reported the 
sighting of orange discs. But 
Nottingham Astronomical Society 
said they were almost certainly 
part of the Perseid meteor shower. 

In January 1979 - exactly 25 years 
ago - the Nottingham UFO 
Investigation Society talked of 30 
sightings being reported to it in 
the first two weeks of the year, and 
as late as 1998 the Derbyshire- 
based National UFO Investigation 
Society said the number of reports 
had stretched its resources to 
breaking point. 

Valerie Shaw, of Radcliffe-on-Trent 
woke to see a mysterious light 
hovering and circling in the sky. 

Silent and mysterious, it was still 
there two hours later. 

And on the Edwards Lane estate, 
Julie Bettinson spoke to the Post 
after her young son Lawrence 
said he had seen a shooting star. 


“I had been woken by a deaf¬ 
ening sound like an aircraft 
hovering which made the 
walls of the house vibrate,” 
she said. 

It has been like that since 
the UFO era began in 1947 
with the Roswell incident, 
which continues to fascinate 
people and remains at the 
heart of conspiracy and cover- 
up theories. 


Sometime during July 1947 some¬ 
thing crashed in the New Mexico 
desert, leaving a trench several 
hundred yards long and scattering 
debris of an unusual material over 
a wide area. 


The military initially confirmed that 
a “crashed disk” had been found 
but later changed their statement, 
saying it was a weather balloon. 

Then came stories of small 
‘humanoid’ bodies being taken to 
a local hospital - but nothing offi¬ 
cial has ever been released. The 
US government continues to take 
the stance: “There’s no conspira¬ 
cy. No aliens. Just us, alone in 
space.”

Cameron’s Encounter 


19 January 2004

ameron is the general 
sales manager for a 
large motor industry 
main dealership in the 
West Midlands. His 
journey to and from work is a 
long one, taking well over nine¬ 
ty minutes to complete, it takes 
him through the now redundant 
coal fields that sprawl across 
the Nottinghamshire country¬ 
side. 

Monday evening 19 January, 
2004 was wet and miserable. 
Cameron had explained to me 
that he always timed his jour¬ 
ney, knowing at about what time 
he should be at a certain land¬ 
mark on his drive. He told me 
this helped shorten the long 
repetitive drive. 

He was travelling on a dark 
lonely stretch of the A614, it’s a 
derestricted single carriageway 
with a maximum speed limit of 
50 mph. Radio 2 was playing on 
the car radio helping him pass 
the time as it did on many a 
drive home. 


Out of the blue and without 
warning the radio simply went 
silent. A few seconds passed as 
Cameron, half listening and half 
concentrating on the road 
ahead, thought the presenters 
had simply stopped talking. 
After a few more seconds he 
inquisitively pressed the chan¬ 
nel selectors, just the same, 
silence, although the LCD dis¬ 
play showed the station details 
as if nothing was wrong. 
Incidentally Cameron has a 
brand new car - it’s part of the 
job and the radio was fine the 
following day. 

it was whilst he was fiddling 
with the radio that Cameron 
caught a glimpse of something 
that was to leave a disturbing 
impression with him. 

Remember it was raining, but 
Cameron was intrigued by what 
he estimated to be between 30 
and 40 lights, bright powerful 
lights, not emitting a beam as 
such but powerful enough to 
illuminate the low cloud. In fact 
they appeared to move in and 
out of the clouds. 


Cameron’s interest in the 
objects had meant he had 
slowed down at about 20 
mph to get a good look at 
the phenomenon.

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D isplays of the Aurora Borealis in 
southern Britain are certainly an 
unusual sight. They are more usually 
associated with the Arctic Circle in 
places like Alaska, Canada or Northern 
Scandinavia.

The 
two photographs shown here were taken 
around 12:15 a.m. on the 30 October 2003. 
The camera used was a Minolta Dynax 505si 
using Fujichrome Provia lOOasa transparen¬ 
cy film. Exposure time for fig.1 was about 
two minutes, and for fig.2 about five minutes 
at f.5.6 aperture. The main Auroral display 
began about 11:45 p.m., through to about 
1:15 a.m. 

The following night, on 31 October, there 
was an even more beautiful display with the 
Aurora showing the classic ribbons and cur¬ 
tains of coloured light rippling right across 
the sky. On both nights, the Aurora started on 
the northern horizon, expanding to be directly 
above us, then spreading further and further 
south virtually across the whole of the sky. 

Where we live in Somerset there is minimum 
light-pollution which is helpful to view this 
phenomenon. However, in a town or city it 
would be much more difficult to observe the 
complexity and subtlety of the Aurora and its 
colours. 



in Southern Britain

The two nights of display were part of a ten- 
day period of unprecedented solar activity in 
late October and early November 2003 when 
the Sun unleashed huge solar flares that 
sent billions of tons of superhot gas and 
charged particles into space and towards the 
Earth. 

According to a report on the BBC on 
Wednesday 5 November, the Sun 
had unleashed its largest record¬ 
ed solar flare (right), which was 
so large that the monitoring 
devices on the SOHO Satellite 
(Solar and Heliospheric 
Observatory) went off the scale. 

The solar flare activity caused a 
major disruption to satellite com¬ 
munications and on a couple of 
occasions the mobile phone net¬ 
work in the UK went down. There 
are many people who feel that 
solar flares are the cause of the 
power-grid failures that affected 
the northern hemisphere in 2003, 
in places like north-eastern U.S.A. (14 Aug 
03), London (28 Aug 03), Denmark (22 Sep 
03) and Italy (28 Sep 03). This affected a 
combined total of many tens of millions of 
people. 

It has been alleged that there is a ‘gag-order’ 
or ‘D-notice’ on this information so the media 
does not connect solar flares with power- 
grid failure, even though it is acknowledged 
that a solar flare knocked out Montreal’s 
power-grid in the winter of 1989. Solar flares 
also cause an increase in adverse environ¬ 
mental conditions such as flooding, hurri¬ 
canes, hailstorms, excessive temperatures, 
forest fires and magnetic field fluctuations. 

We are already reaching the critical-mass 
point with Global Warming effects on Earth, 
therefore solar flare activity could exacerbate 
this situation and push us over the edge. 

The Aurora Borealis is caused by a burst of 
charged particles from the Sun hitting the 
Earth’s magnetic field, usually over the polar 


regions. Scientists have acknowledged that 
the magnetic field is diminishing, so far by at 
least 20 per cent, and that the field could 
either collapse or even reverse its polarity. 

This could leave us vulnerable to even more 
damaging effects on Earth from the impact 
of flares and rays from space, most particu¬ 
larly physically as well as technologically. 

I suspect part of the 
reason there is a D- 
notice on the con¬ 
nection with solar- 
flares and power- 
grid failure is that 
the authorities do 
not wish people to 
realise that our civili¬ 
sation is vulnerable 
to an outside force. 

A civilisation that 
uses electrical sys¬ 
tems for all of its 
advanced technolo¬ 
gy, can be crippled 
instantly by magnetic field disruptions. And 
of course, those that have the most technol¬ 
ogy, have the most to lose. 

If ancient prophecies that say in the ‘end- 
times’ there will be ‘signs and wonders’ on 
Earth and in the Heavens are correct, then 
perhaps the Aurora Borealis (or Australis) 
spreading further from the polar regions is 
one of those signs that helps people to 
realise change is coming. In fact, during the 
aforementioned excessive solar flare activity 
in October and November 2003, the Aurora 
gave displays as far south as Florida. 

These wonders of the sky are perhaps a 
clarion call that there is a massive change 
coming. A visual display that gives us the 
opportunity to prepare for those changes. A 
preparation that is essential if we are to 
grasp the magnitude of what is about to hap¬ 
pen, and be ready for the physical, spiritual 
and cosmic events that are soon to unfold.

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The fog of war is an ideal breeding ground for stories and 
rumours of mysterious or miraculous events and the cataclysmic 
circumstances of the First World War are no exception. Wartime 
legends such as the Angel of Mons - visions which are said to 
have appeared in the sky to protect British soldiers from the 
Germans in 1914 - were widely circulated and believed during 
the conflict and have become part of folklore in its aftermath.

The subject of this arti¬ 
cle is a story that is sec¬ 
ond only to the Angel of 
Mons in its popularity and longevity, par¬ 
ticularly in the literature of UFOIogy. It 
concerns an entire regiment of British 
troops which it has been claimed were 
spirited away by a “mysterious cloud” 
from the middle of one of the fiercest bat¬ 
tles of the Gallipoli campaign in 1915. 
Even today questions and queries about 
the “mysterious disappearance” of the 
soldiers are frequently encountered on 
Internet newsgroup discussions dedicat¬ 
ed to UFOs and alien abductions. Few of 
the questioners appear to be aware that 
the fate of the soldiers was the subject of 
a Government investigation that involved 
a real cover-up, not of alien visitations but 
of a wartime atrocity. 

The link between the disappearance of 
the soldiers and UFOs emerged not - as 
many believe - during the war itself but in 
1965, on the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Allied assault on the Gallipoli Peninsula. It 
was during a reunion of veterans who 
took part in the campaign that three for¬ 
mer sappers from the New Zealand 
Expeditionary Force described a “strange 
incident” they observed during the most 
severe fighting at Suvla Bay. Also in 
attendance was a UFOIogist, Gordon 
Tuckey, who felt the story was so interest¬ 
ing it should be recorded for posterity. 

One of the three, Frederick Reichart, 
signed a statement that declared how, on 
a morning he identified as 28 August 
1915, they saw six or eight odd-looking 
“loaf of bread” shaped clouds, light grey 
in colour and all exactly alike, hovering in 
the sky above a position known as ‘Hill 60’ 



held by the Turks. At the time the men 
were in trenches on Rhododendrum Spur 
that was 300ft above the fighting around 
the hill. As they watched the peculiar¬ 
looking clouds remained perfectly still 
and never changed position despite the 
presence of a prevailing wind. Beneath 
them was another cloud, more dense and 
solid-looking, that appeared to be 800 ft 
in length and 200ft high. It appeared to be 
straddling a dry creek bed or sunken 
road. From a distance of around 2,500 
yards the men then saw what appeared 
to be an entire British regiment, marching 
up the sunken road that led through the 
valley directly towards Hill 60. The state¬ 
ment continued: 

when they arrived at this cloud, they 
marched straight into it, with no hesita¬ 
tion, but no one ever came out to deploy 
and fight at Hill 60. About an hour later, 
after the last of the file had disappeared 
into it, this cloud very unobtrusively lifted 
off the ground and, like any fog or cloud 
would, rose slowly until it joined the other 
similar clouds.... On viewing them again, 
they all looked alike ‘as peas in a pod’. All 
this time, the group of clouds had been 
hovering in the same place, but as soon 
as the singular ‘ground’ cloud had risen 
to their level, they all moved away north¬ 
wards....In a matter of about three quar¬ 
ters of an hour they had all disappeared 
from view.” 

In his statement the sapper made a direct 
link between this vision and rumours the 
men heard afterwards about the disap¬ 
pearance of an entire British regiment 
who were recorded as “missing” or 
“wiped out” during the attack on the hill. 

He identified the missing regiment as “the 
First Fourth Norfolks” and added: 


“...on Turkey surrendering in 1918, the 
first thing Britain demanded of Turkey 
was the return of this regiment. Turkey 
replied that she had neither captured this 
Regiment, nor made contact with it, and 
did not know that it existed. A British 
Regiment in 1914-18 consisted of 
between 400 and 800 men. Those who 
observed this incident vouch for the fact 
that Turkey never captured that Regiment, 
nor made contact with it.” 

In fact the “First Fourth” was actually a 
battalion of the Norfolk regiment and con¬ 
sisted of 266 officers and men. This was 
just the first error to creep into the story 
that was soon to puzzle and fascinate 
UFOIogists across the world. 

Reichart’s statement first appeared in a 
small circulation UFO magazine called 
Spaceview , published in New Zealand. 
Another more sensational version, attrib¬ 
uted to “22 eyewitnesses” from the 
ANZAC 1 forces, was published by Brad 
Steiger and Joan Whritrenour in a paper¬ 
back book called Flying Saucers are hos¬ 
tile in 1967. In this account the sapper’s 
statement was corroborated by an extract 
from an “official history” of the Gallipoli 
campaign which the authors claimed con¬ 
firmed the Norfolks were swallowed up 
by an “unseasonable fog”. 

It said the fog had reflected the sun’s 
rays in such a way that artillery observers 
were dazzled by it and were unable to fire 
in support of the infantry. 

During the late 1960s the mystery of the 
“Vanishing Regiment” began to capture 
the imagination of UFO writers both in 
Britain and America who were collecting 
evidence of cases where it was believed 
humans had been abducted by extrater¬ 
restrials. In the years that followed the 
story was frequently republished with 
new details added or others taken away 
to make it a better read; and during this 
process the account became so distorted 
that it became difficult to reconcile it with 
the original version in Spaceview. In some 
of the new versions the mysterious cloud 
became a giant cross, and in another the 
whole incident was relocated from Suvla 
Bay in Turkey to Uvla Bay in Australia! 


The most popular theory remained that 
the men had been kidnapped by a UFO 
hidden within the mysterious cloud that 
was seen by the New Zealand soldiers. 
This idea was a personal favourite of the 
veteran Ufologist and author Brinsley le 
Poeur Trench (Lord Clancarty) who 
included it in his book Mysterious Visitors , 
published in 1973. The UFO link was also 
promoted by the French computer scien¬ 
tist Dr Jacques Vallee who listed the “van¬ 
ished regiment” in a catalogue of close 
encounters with flying saucers that was 
published as an appendix to his book, 
Passport to Magonia , in 1969. 

So what was it that the three New 
Zealand soldiers saw that fateful day in 
1915? Did UFOs or mysterious aerial phe¬ 
nomena really play a part in the disap¬ 
pearance of a battalion of British soldiers 
at Gallipoli? And if that was the case, 
which battalion was it and what really 
happened to them? Despite the confusion 
that has surrounded these events for 
decades, it is now possible to use prima¬ 
ry documents - including the War Diaries 
of the soldiers involved in the campaign - 
to discover the truth. 

Firstly it is necessary to understand the 
historical background to the Gallipoli 
campaign. This was a second front 
opened by the English and French forces 
in an attempt to break the deadlock on 
the Western Front and to relieve pressure 
on their ally Russia whose forces were 
suffering setbacks on the Eastern Front. 
The campaign was fought by the Allies to 
control the Dardenelles which is a narrow 
40 mile channel connecting the 
Mediterranean with the Black Sea. The 
Gallipoli Peninsula, through which the 
channel ran, was controlled by Turkey 
which in 1915 was allied to Germany. 

The Allied plan was to relieve pressure on 
Russia by landing troops on the peninsu¬ 
la to capture Constantinople and then 
force Turkey out of the war. The landings, 
in April, were preceded by a naval bom¬ 
bardment and at first it seemed the plan 
might succeed. However, hesitation and 
bad judgement on the part of the Allies, 
combined with stubborn resistance by 
the Turks, led to more stalemate and 
appalling loss of life. 


Among the hundreds of thousands of 
Allied troops sent to Gallipoli were two 
battalions of the Royal Norfolk Regiment, 
the 1/4th and the 1/5th (Territorial), the 
former being wrongly referred to as a reg¬ 
iment in Reichart’s statement. The 
Norfolks left Liverpool aboard the SS 
Aquitainia on 29 July and arrived at Suvla 
Bay in Gallipoli on 10 August 1915. Just 
two days later the 1/5th battalion were 
ordered to clear Turkish positions on the 
Anafarta Plain prior to the Allied advance. 

Their sister battalion, the 1/4th waited in 
reserve and were not involved in the 
events that followed. The outcome was 
typical of the poor planning which char¬ 
acterized the whole campaign. The attack 
was to be made in broad daylight without 
adequate maps against the well-prepared 
Turks, who were firmly dug in along a 
ridge of hills overlooking the bay. The 
enemy were armed with machine guns 
and supported by dozens of snipers, 
many of them teenage girls, camouflaged 
and hidden in trees. 


The Norfolk battalion was made up of 16 
officers and 250 men and was led by a 
veteran of the campaign in the Sudan, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Horace Proctor- 
Beauchamp. As they left their positions, 
the 1/5th battalion were joined by hun¬ 
dreds of other British soldiers from battal¬ 
ions of the Suffolk and Hampshire regi¬ 
ments. 

The attack quickly turned into a mas¬ 
sacre. For some reason during the 
advance the Norfolks turned slightly to 
the right, opening up a gap between them 
and the other British troops from whom 
they had become separated. As the 
exhausted Norfolks fixed bayonets and 
prepared to charge the Turkish positions 
on the Kavak Tepe ridge they were picked 
off by snipers and mown down by 
machine gun fire. Lt-Col Beauchamp was 
last seen leading his doomed men into a 
burning forest from which they never 
emerged. As night fell the few survivors, 
wounded and exhausted, began to filter 
back to the British positions at Suvla Bay. 
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UFOS and the Battalion that Vanished 


The battalion War Diary held at the 
National Archives records the following 
under the date 12 August 1915: 

“163rd Brigade made a frontal attack on 
strong Turkish position. 5th Norfolks on 
right met a strong opposition and suf¬ 
fered heavily. Lost 22 officers and about 
350 men. Held our lines during the night 
in spite of heavy enemy fire.” 

In December 1915, as the Allies prepared 
to abandon the campaign, the 
Commander in Chief of the British forces, 
Sir Ian Hamilton, sent his “final dispatch 
from the Dardanelles” to the Secretary of 
State for War, Lord Kitchener. In it, he 
accounted for the loss of the Norfolks in 
the following way. I have italicized the 
words that seem to emphasize the inex¬ 
plicable nature of the incident: 

“.. .in the course of the fight.. .there hap¬ 
pened a very mysterious thing.. .against 
the yielding forces of the enemy Colonel 
Sir H. Beauchamp, a bold, self-confident 
officer, eagerly pressed forward, followed 
by the best part of the battalion. The fight¬ 
ing grew hotter...[and] at this stage many 
men were wounded or grew exhaust¬ 
ed...but the Colonel, with 16 officers and 
250 men kept pushing forward, driving 
the enemy before him.. .nothing more 
was seen or heard of any of them. They 
charged into the forest and were lost to 
sight or sound. Not one of them ever 
came back ...” 

Hamilton’s account must have been 
based upon reports from British officers 
who had watched from a distance as the 
disaster unfolded. One of these was a 
brigade major, Lt-Col Villiers Stuart, who 
watched the Norfolk’s attack through field 
glasses. He wrote: 

“On the evening of 12 August 1915 I was 
observing the low ground in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Anafarta Ova...[at] a dis¬ 
tance of about 2000 to 2500 yards, when, 
to my surprise I saw what appeared to be 
about a battalion of our troops advancing

rapidly, and apparently unsupported 
towards the enemy positions on Kvak 
Tepe. Knowing that there was a consider¬ 
able concentration of Turks in a gully...on 
the left flank of the advance, I anticipated 
trouble and got the two mountain 
guns...ready for action to try to protect 
the left flank of the advancing troops. 

“Almost immediately the Turks debouched 
from their cover and attacked our men in 
the flank and rear. It was soon too dark to 
see the issue of the fight, but at the time I 
was afraid they would be destroyed.” 

The actual fate of the battalion was dis¬ 
covered in 1919 at the end of the war 
when the Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission began searching the battle 
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fields at Gallipoli for the remains of sol¬ 
diers. There an investigator discovered a 
cap badge belonging to a soldier of the 
Norfolk regiment hidden in sand 800 
yards behind the Turkish lines at Suvla 
Bay. This led the commanding officer to 
write home triumphantly: “We have found 
the 5th Norfolks.” When this news 
reached the War Office they sent a chap¬ 
lain who had served during the campaign 
back to Gallipoli to investigate. The Rev 
Charles Pierrepoint Edwards examined 
the area where the cap badge had been 
uncovered and found a mass grave con¬ 
taining 180 bodies, from which the 
remains of 122 were identified as mem¬ 
bers of the “Vanished Battalion”. The 
remains included those of their com¬ 
manding officer, Lt-Col Beuchamp, who 



was identified by the distinctive shoulder 
flashes on his uniform. Of the 266 officers 
and men reported as missing, 144 
remained unaccounted for, but a number 
of these had been captured and some 
had subsequently died in the notorious 
Turkish prison camps. A few had survived 
captivity to describe what had really hap¬ 
pened, but their stories did not emerge 
until half a century later. 

From 1965 when the New Zealand sol¬ 
diers first spoke publicly about the events 
they had witnessed, the story of the 
“Vanishing Regiment” would not go away. 
A decade after the story appeared in the 
UFO press the British Ministry of Defence 
and the Imperial War Museum began 
receiving letters asking for official confir¬ 
mation of what appeared to be a mass 
kidnapping by extraterrestrials. In 1998 it 
resurfaced again in new document - the 
“1st Annual Report” - attributed to MJ-12 
the super secret panel of eminent US sci¬ 
entists and officials which some believe 
was responsible for concealing wreckage 
of the Roswell UFO crash in 1947. The 
story appears in a list of strange historical 
incidents linked to UFOs as part an annex 
to the document, apparently dated 1952. 
The relevant passage reads:. 

“On August 21 1915, members of the 
New Zealand Army Corps’ First Field 
Company signed sworn statements that 
they saw the One-Fourth Norfolk 
Regiment disappear in a unusually thick 
brown cloud which seemed to move and 
rose upward and vanished. There were 
no traces of the regiment nor their equip¬ 
ment. No explanation can be found in the 
historical records of the Imperial War 
Museum archives.” 

In UFO Historical Revue (January 2003) 
US researcher Barry Greenwood revealed 
how this paragraph was riddled with 
errors that proved the whole document 
was a fake. The statement by the three 
soldiers was, as we have seen, first made 
not in 1915 but in 1965. Therefore, it 
could not have been referred to in a doc¬ 
ument written in America 1952,13 years 
before it was made! It seemed that who¬ 
ever had faked the MJ-12 papers had 
failed to do their homework and had 
based their dossier not on official files 
but the contents of paperback books on 
UFOs published in the 1960s. 

In addition, those responsible for this fake 
had not sought to check the facts described 
in Reichart’s statement and were content 
to repeat errors such as the use of the 
term “One-Fourth Norfolk Regiment”. Iron¬ 
ically the MJ-12 document included the 
claim that “no explanation” of the Gallipoli 
incident can be found in the records of 
the British Imperial War Museum. In fact, 
the museum was one of the first to reveal 
the facts behind the story in a special 
“fact sheet” published in 1977. 


The Museum found that 
the “First Fourth Norfolks” 
identified by the New 
Zealand sappers were not 
a regiment, but a battalion 
that formed part of the 
Norfolk Regiment. Their 
movements were account¬ 
ed for by the war diaries, 
and although they took 
part in several actions at 
Gallipoli, they did not van¬ 
ish and all the men 
remained in active service 
for the remainder of the 
war! 



Quite clearly, if any British 
battalion could be 
described as having van¬ 
ished it was the 1/4th’s sis¬ 
ter battalion, the 1/5ths who, as we have 
seen, were wiped out in the attack on 
Turkish positions on 12 August 1915. 
These were the men referred to by Sir Ian 
Hamilton in his dispatch as having 
charged into a forest never to be seen 
again. But why would the ANZAC soldiers 
make fundamental errors such as the 
name of the battalion and the date of the 
event they witnessed? 


killed, and few of the Allied force survived 
to tell the tale. Was this “pearly mist” the 
mysterious cloud witnessed by the 
ANZAC sappers from their trenches? 

Another clue to emerge was the testimo¬ 
ny of another New Zealand soldier, 

Gerald Wilde, who wrote to Spaceview in 
1966. Wilde witnessed the attack on Hill 
60 but did not see any mysterious clouds. 


The answer lies in the fact that half a cen¬ 
tury separated the events and 1965 when 
Reichart first made his statement to 
UFOIogists. His original account refers 
not to 12 August but to 28 August 1915, 
but he did not keep a diary and accepted 
the date was a guess because: “I lost 
count of time during that week of severe 
fighting.” Furthermore, historian Nigel 
McCrery points out that the sappers were 
over four and a half miles from the attack 
on 12 August and “even with binoculars 
their power of observation must have 
been phenomenal if they could see 
through the dust and conditions of a 
major battle, and identify the units taking 
part in the attack”. 

McCrery concluded the ANZAC soldiers 
had not invented their story but were 
describing something that happened dur¬ 
ing a completely different action that hap¬ 
pened not on 12 or 28 August, but on 21 
August 1915. This date marked the open¬ 
ing of a massive Allied attack upon 
Turkish positions on Hill 60 involving 
3,000 Allied soldiers. The involvement of 
Hill 60 does in fact sit more comfortably 
with Reichart’s description as the sappers 
did have a clear view of this objective 
from their positions. The battle to capture 
Hill 60 from the Turks continued for a 
week and again ended in confusion and 
disaster. Sir John Milbanke VC who led 
the Sherwood Rangers Yeomanry into the 
attack could not see the Turks because of 
a thick “pearly mist” which hid them, but 
the enemy could see the advancing Allies 
plainly. Of the many casualties in the 
slaughter that followed Milbanke was 


However, he did remember how after the 
fighting died down there was a persistent 
rumour that “a company of Sherwood 
Foresters completely disappeared in a 
cloud of smoke and apparently no trace 
of them was ever found”. Was this the 
same rumour overheard by Reichart that 
he and his fellow sappers connected with 
the disappearance of the “First Fourth 
Norfolks”? 

The final answer can be found in a report 
compiled by a Royal Commission on 
Gallipoli appointed by the British 
Government during the war. This was 
completed in 1916 but the report was 
kept secret and the full version was not 
released at the Public Record Office until 
1965. This was the 50th anniversary of 
the campaign and the same year in which 
Reichart’s made his statement to 
Spaceview. Could this really be a coinci¬ 
dence? Intriguingly, contained in the 
report is Sir Ian Hamilton’s “final dis¬ 
patch” and on the page facing his 
account of the 1/5th Norfolk’s disappear¬ 
ance is a paragraph which reads: 

“By some freak of nature Suvla Bay and 
Plain were wrapped in a strange mist on 
the afternoon of 21 August. This was 
sheer bad luck as we had reckoned on 
the enemy’s gunners being blinded by 
the declining sun and upon the Turks’ 
trenches being shown up by the evening 
sun with singular clearness. Actually, we 
could hardly see the enemy lines this 
afternoon, whereas to the westward tar¬ 
gets stood out in strong relief against the 
luminous light.” > 
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UFOS and the Battalion that Vanished 



Was Hamilton’s 
account the same as 
the extract from the 
“official history” 
referred to by Brad 
Steiger in 1967? The 
reference to “a freak 
of nature” and “a 
strange mist” appears 
too similar to the inci¬ 
dent witnessed by the 
ANZAC soldiers to be 
unconnected. 


In my opinion they 
confused an incident 
they witnessed during 
the attack on Hill 60 
with the rumours they 
overheard about the 
disappearance of a 
British regiment dur¬ 
ing the battle. The 
troops they saw 
marching into the freak mist referred to 
by Hamilton were probably the Sherwood 
Rangers, but in the fog of war their identi¬ 
ty became confused with the First Fourth 
Norfolks who had been wiped out in a 
futile attack a week earlier. As the years 
passed the two events became combined 
as one memory and as Nigel McCrery 
noted: “....once the story had been told it 
undoubtedly became embellished [and] 
with each re-telling... over fifty years [it] 
became totally confused”. 


In the aftermath of the First World War the 
disappearance of a whole battalion in one 
assault was dwarfed by the total losses of 
nine million soldiers from both sides. The 
campaign to capture the Dardenelles last¬ 
ed more than eight months and cost the 
lives of 34,000 British and Common¬ 
wealth troops before withdrawal was 
ordered in December 1915. To place this 
in context, the Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission’s memorials contain 
the names of 771,982 dead of the two 
world wars who have no known grave. Of 
those who died in the Gallipoli campaign 
a large percentage have no known grave 
and as the historian Paul Begg comment¬ 
ed: “...when faced with such staggering 
numbers is the fate of 144 missing in one 
of the worst theatres of war imaginable 
really all that mysterious?” 


In itself the myth of the “Vanishing 
Battalion” was just one of a collection of 
wartime rumours concerning mysterious 
clouds that shielded soldiers during bat¬ 
tle. The reason why the Gallipoli story has 
endured is partly because of its incorpo¬ 
ration into the UFO literature, but also 
because many of the missing men were 
Royal servants recruited from the Sand¬ 
ringham estate of King George V. 


Among them was the land agent Captain 
Frank Beck who led a company of territo¬ 
rials into the battle. After the war ended a 


gold watch belonging to him 
was recovered from a Turkish 
officer and this was eventual¬ 
ly presented to Beck’s 
daughter on her wedding 
day. In the 1990s the Royal 
connections of the men were 
thoroughly researched by 
historian Nigel McCrery. The 
‘royal’ theme was also used 
as the basis for a dramatic adaptation of 
the events that was recreated in the BBC 
TV dramatization, All the King’s Men (BBC 
TV 1999), with actor David Jason playing 
the role of Captain Frank Beck. 


In his book The Vanished Battalion (1991) 
McCrery revealed new evidence that 
explained why the full facts discovered by 
the clergyman who visited the mass 
grave were not revealed in 1919. He 
found there was evidence of an official 
cover-up but this was not to hide evi¬ 
dence of an extraterrestrial kidnapping. In 
this case it was to conceal evidence of 
both a military blunder and a war crime. 


For it emerged that of the bodies discov¬ 
ered many had been shot through the 
head as the Turkish soldiers did not like 
to take prisoners of war. His evidence 
was backed up by the story of a British 
survivor of the massacre, who testified 
before his death in 1969 that he had seen 
Turkish soldiers bayoneting wounded and 
helpless prisoners and shooting others in 
the wood where the battalion disap¬ 
peared. The survivor escaped only 
because of the intervention of a German 
officer who saved his life and he spent 
the remainder of the war in a prison camp. 


It appears that the Rev Charles Pierre- 
point Edwards concealed this disturbing 
evidence in his report to the War Office 
so as to spare the feelings of the families 
and the King, who continued to believe 
their loved ones died gallantly in battle 


with the enemy. Furthermore, McCrery 
points out that Sir Ian Hamilton - the 
Allied commander responsible for the 
campaign - had an personal interest in 
making the disappearance of the battal¬ 
ion appear more mysterious than it actu¬ 
ally was. His dispatch to Kitchener sug¬ 
gested the disappearance of the battalion 
was inexplicable. During the campaign 
the King personally telegraphed Hamilton 
asking about the fate of Captain Beck and 
his Sandringham company. McCrery 
asks: 

“What was he to say? ‘Sorry, but I’ve just 
sacrificed them all quite needlessly in yet 
another botched attack?’ His best course 
of action, I believe, was to create an air of 
mystery and thereby stop any form of 
enquiry into their loss or his leadership.” 

Shortly after the disaster at Gallipoli 
Hamilton was relieved of his command 
and never offered another. In the years 
that followed, the story he had set loose 
would become transformed into a fully- 
fledged legend of the war and a UFO 
mystery that simply would not die.a

January this year at 12:20am, 
Mr Spick observed what can 
only be described as a huge 
multi-coloured UFO from the 
window of his bedroom. 

The object was travelling 
from the north and heading 
south. He thought it seemed 
to be following the general 
direction of the A1. You can 
see from Mr Spick’s illustra¬ 
tion that the object appeared 
large and brightly coloured, 
so you would expect others 
to have observed this unusu¬ 
al sight even at such a late 
hour. 

On 30 January, this time at 
12:14pm, he saw the same 
object crossing the sky at 
about 2-3,000 ft and approxi¬ 
mately a third distant.

Around the object sighted on 
17 January, there were bright¬ 
ly coloured lights that flashed 


with alternating colours, but 
on the second sighting, the 
lights were observed flashing 
in synchronisation. 

It was also travelling a little 
quicker than was observed in 
the first sighting. 

Mr Spick has a camcorder 
and on seeing the object for a 
second time he attempted to 
get his camera up and run¬ 
ning to film what he was see¬ 
ing. 

Unfortunately by the time he 
had loaded the tape, the 
object was out of view. 

When asked if he thought 
somebody might be playing a 
prank and hoaxing the sight¬ 
ing, Mr Spick said, “Definitely 
not. The second night was 
clear and cloudless with a full 
moon, if we were seeing 
disco lights they would need 
clouds to project onto and 
there were none. What I saw 
was real no sound but a real 
object flying across the sky. 

“What more, over the last 
couple of years I have had 
four separate sightings.” 


Mr Spick contacted RAF 
Cranwell to see if anything 
unusual was flying on that 
night at the time of the obser¬ 
vation. They said not. 

Well, someone else did see it 
and they reported it to the 


local radio station BBC Radio 
Lincolnshire. 

Mr Spick has promised to 
keep his camcorder loaded 
and charged up just in case 
this object returns for a third 
time.

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ust before dawn on 16 July 1945, scien¬ 
tists detonated the world’s first atomic 
bomb at Trinity Site, some 20 miles 
southeast of San Antonio, New Mexico. 

Three weeks later, on August 6 and 9, the United 
States brought World War II to a dramatic end by 
using the bomb to destroy the Japanese cities of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

On August 6, the world first learnt of the Trinity 
event. This scared the hell out of the residents of 
San Antonio: the military had told them “not to 
worry, an ammunition magazine containing high 
explosives and pyrotechnics” had been detonat¬ 
ed. This of course was a cover story; the explo¬ 
sion that shook their quiet world was in fact an 
atomic bomb, “death, the destroyer of worlds,” in 
the words of project physicist J. Robert 
Oppenheimer. 


It was in this crucible of suspicion and disinterest 
bred by familiarity that a small contingent of the 
U.S. Army passed almost unnoticed through San 
Antonio in mid-to-late August 1945 on a secret 
assignment - to recover a crashed Hying saucer’. 

Little or nothing has been printed about this mis¬ 
sion, shrouded in the ‘hush-hush’ atmosphere of 
the time. But the military personal apparently 
came from the White Sands Proving Grounds 
where an earlier atom bomb had been exploded. 

This was a recovery operation destined for the 
mesquite and greasewood desert west of Old 
U.S. 85, at what is now Milepost 139, the San 
Antonio exit of Interstate 25. 

Over the course of several days, soldiers in army 
fatigues loaded the shattered remains of a flying 
apparatus onto a huge flatbed truck and hauled it 
away. This part of the story is confirmed by 
the eyewitness testimony of two young 
friends, Remigio Baca and Jose Padilla, who 
back in 1945 were children, aged nine and 
seven. 

The two boys discreetly watched the soldiers’ 
recovery work from a nearby ridge. They were 
excited and felt sure they were the only non¬ 
military people to see what was happening. 
They could see a long, wide gash in the earth, 
with a manufactured object lying askew and 
partially buried at one end, surrounded by a 
large field of debris. 


They believed then, as now, that the occupants 
and survivors of this crash were evidently non¬ 
human. 

They told Jose’s father, Faustino Padilla, of their 
amazing discovery. It was on his ranch that the 
craft had crashed. They also recall a military visi¬ 
tor asking Mr Padilla for permission to remove 
the wreckage. 

During their school years, Jose and Remigio, 
remained the best of friends and would some¬ 
times whisper about the events of that summer, 
but they didn’t talk to others about it on the 
advice of their parents and a state policeman 
friend. The significance of what they saw, howev¬ 
er, grew in their eyes over time as tales of UFOs 
and flying saucers became commonplace. The 
stories continued and reports just kept coming 
through their teenage years and into adulthood. 

Amongst the most prominent was Socorro police 
officer Lonnie Zamora’s incident of 24 April 1964, 
he saw and officially reported the landing of an 
occupied UFO just south of Socorro, less than 10 
miles north of the Padilla Ranch crash. 

The boys and their families went separate ways. 
Remigio and his family moved on to Tacoma, 
Washington, while he was still in high school and 
Jose’s family relocated to Rowland heights, 
California. The boys didn’t keep in touch and so 
never had the opportunity to discuss the incident 
again.

However, two years ago in a chance meeting via 
an Internet site the two childhood friends were 
reunited. They were both checking their ancestry 
but after more than half a century it was the most 
intriguing event of their childhood that became 
the topic of conversation. 

Ben Moffett was a classmate of the boys back in 
the 1940s. Ben is a veteran newspaper reporter 
and it was with Ben that Jose and Remigio decid¬ 
ed to share their experience. 

That experience was recounted as follows: 

The pungent but pleasing aroma of greasewood 
was in the air as Jose Padilla, age 9, and friend, 
Remigio Baca, 7, set out on horseback one 
August morning in 1945 to find a cow that had 
wandered off to calf. The scent of the grease- 
wood, more often called creosote bush today, 
caught their attention as they moved away from 
this tiny settlement on their horses, Bole and 
Dusty. The creosote scent is evident only during 
moist weather, and its presence on the wind 
meant rain somewhere nearby. So as they worked 
the draws on the Padilla Ranch, they were mind¬ 
ful of flash flooding which might occur in Walnut 
Creek, or through side arroyos, if there were a 
major thunderstorm upstream. 

Gully-washers are not uncommon in late summer 
in the northern stretches of the Chihuahuan 
Desert of central New Mexico, especially along 
the foothills of the Magdalena Mountains looming 
to the west. Despite minor perils associated with 
being away from adults, it was a routine outing for 
Jose and Reme. It was not odd to see youngsters 
roam far afield doing chores during the war years. 
“I could ride before I could walk, ” said Jose in a 
recent interview. “We were expected to do our 
share of the work. Hunting down a cow for my 
dad wasn 1 a bad job, even in the August heat. ” 

They moved into terrain that seemed too rough 
for the horse’s hooves, and Jose decided to teth¬ 
er them, minus bridles, allowing them to graze. 

He had spotted a mesquite thicket, a likely place 
for a wayward cow to give birth, and they set off 
across a field of jagged rocks and cactus to take 
a look. As they moved along, grumbling about the 


thorns, the building thunderhead clouds decided 
to let go and the heavens opened. They took 
refuge under a ledge above the floodplain, pro¬ 
tected somewhat from the lightning strikes that 
suddenly peppered the area. 

The storm quickly passed and the thunder and 
lightning abated. Then came another brilliant 
light, accompanied by a crunching sound that 
shook the ground around them. It was not at all 
like thunder. Could it be another test from White 
Sands? The boys thought no, it seemed too 
close. “We thought it came from the next canyon, 
adjacent to Walnut Creek, and as we moved in 
that direction, we heard the cow in a clump of 
mesquites,” Reme said. Sure enough, it was the 
Padilla cow, licking a white face calf. A quick 
check revealed the calf to be healthy and after 
nursing it the boys decided to reward themselves 
with a small lunch. Jose had packed up a tortilla 
each, washed down with a few swigs from a can¬ 
teen, and followed by an apple. 

As they munched, Jose noticed smoke coming 
from a draw adjacent to Walnut Creek, a main trib¬ 
utary from the mountains to the Rio Grande. 

Happy that the cow and calf were fending well the 
two boys headed towards it. What they saw as 
they climbed on top of a hill “stopped us dead in 
our tracks,” Reme recalls. 

“There was a gouge in the earth as long as a foot¬ 
ball field, and a circular object at the end of it. It 
was barely visible through a field of smoke, ” he 
said. “It was the colour of the old pot my mother 
was always trying to shine up, a dull metallic 
colour.” As they closed in for a better look they 
found the heat from the wreckage and burning 
greasewood to be intense. “You could feel it 
through the soles of your shoes,” Reme said. “It 
was still humid from the rain, stifling, and it was 
hard to get close.” They retreated briefly to talk 
things over, cool off, sip from the canteen and 
collecttheirnen/e. Worried there might be casual¬ 
ties in the wreckage they headed back towards 
the site. 

There was an eerie feeling about the whole situa¬ 
tion. The boys had to wait for the heat to die down 
before they could get close to the object but they

began examining the debris at the periphery of, 
what appeared to be a huge litter field. Reme 
picked up a piece of thin, shiny material that he 
says reminded him of “the tin foil in the old ciga¬ 
rette packs. It was folded up and lodged under¬ 
neath a rock, apparently pinned there during the 
collision,” said Reme. “When I pulled it from the 
wreckage, it unfolded all by itself. I refolded it, 
and it spread itself out again.” Reme put it in his 
pocket. 

Eventually they worked their way to within yards 
of the wreckage, “I had my hand over my face, 
peeking through my fingers, not knowing what I 
might see,” Reme recalled. ‘Jose, being older, 
seemed to be able to handle it better.” 

As they approached they saw... thought they saw 
... yes, definitely DID see... movement in the 
main part of the craft. 

“Strange looking creatures were moving around 
inside,” said Reme. 

“They looked under stress, they moved fast, as if 
they were able to will themselves from one posi¬ 
tion to another in an instant, they were shadowy 
and expressionless, but definitely living beings.” 

Reme wanted no part of whoever or whatever was 
inside. Jose wasn’t afraid of much, but I told him 
we should get out of there. I remember we felt 
concern for the creatures. They seemed like us, 
almost children, not dangerous. But we were 
scared and exhausted. Besides it was getting late.” 

The boys backtracked, ignoring the cow and calf. 
It was a little after dusk when they climbed on 
their horses, and dark when they reached the 
Padilla home. Faustino Padilla asked about the 
cow, and got a quick report. “And we found some¬ 
thing else, ” Jose said, and the story poured out, 
quickly and almost incoherently. “It’s kind of hard 
to explain, but it was long and round, and there 
was a big gouge in the dirt and there were these 
hombrecitos (little guys).” Their tale unfolded as 
Jose’s father listened patiently. “They were run¬ 
ning back and forth, looking desperate. They 
were like children. They didn’t have hair,” Jose 
said. “We’ll check it out in a day or two,” Faustino 
said, unalarmed and apparently not worried in the 
least about sun/ivors or medical emergencies. “It 
must be something the military lost and we 
shouldn’t disturb it.” Faustino told Reme to leave 
his horse with them as it was late and that he and 
Jose would drive him home. 

Two days later at about noon, state policeman 
Eddie Apodaca, a family friend who had been 
summoned by Faustino, arrived at the Padilla 
home. Jose and Reme directed Apodoca and 
Jose’s dad towards the crash site in two vehicles, 
a pick-up and a state police car. When they could 
drive no further, they parked and hiked to the hill¬ 
side where the boys had initially spotted the 
wreckage. As they topped the ridge, they noted 
the cow and calf had moved on, probably headed 
for home pasture. Then they walked the short dis¬ 
tance to the overlook. 

For a second time, Jose and Reme were dumb¬ 
founded. The wreckage was nowhere to be seen. 
“What could have happened to it?” Reme asked. 
“Somebody must have taken it,” Jose responded 
defensively. > 
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The Recovery 

The recovery operation actually started two days 
after Reme, Jose, Jose’s father, Faustino, and 
state policeman Eddie Apod a ca, a family friend, 
visited the site on August 18. It was then that a 
Latino Army sergeant named Avila arrived at the 
Padilla home in San Antonito, a tiny southern 
extension of San Antonio. 


Although warned by Faustino to stay away from 
the area, Jose, sometimes with Reme, when they 
shared a pair of binoculars, kept out of view and 
obsen/ed as the military constructed a road and 
soldiers prepared for the flatbed’s trucks arrival. 
Jose actually made off with a piece of debris, 
which is still in his possession. 


Reme and Jose knew about legitimate weather 
balloons. 

“My father and I found about seven of them 
before and after the 1945 crash,” Jose remem¬ 
bers. “We always gathered them up and gave 
them back to the military. 


The Captain Mountains,

Roswell incident occurred

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Reme has studied the UFO phenomenon in his 
spare time over the years, especially as it per¬ 
tained to New Mexico. 

“The military opened the door at Roswell, and 
then they closed it,” he said, referring to the July 
1947 report by the Roswell Air Force Base infor¬ 
mation office about the crash and recovery of a 
“flying disc” that they reported had been “bounc¬ 
ing” around the sky. Then the base retreated by 
reporting it was merely a “radar tracking balloon” 
that had been recovered. 

Details of the Roswell event can be found in a 19- 
page Freedom of Information Act request made 
by the late New Mexico Congressman Steve 
Schiff, and released by the General Accounting 
Office, 28 July 1995. It can be found on the 
Internet at www.conspire.com/ds/gao2.html 

The Roswell crash, along with the sighting of a 
UFO south of Socorro by city policeman Lonnie 
Zamora in 1964, are the two most famous of a 
string of UFO reports over central New Mexico. 

From 1946 through 1949,25 UFO sightings that 
“may have contained extraterrestrial life” were 
reported worldwide by the Center for the Study of 
Extra-Terrestrial Intelligence. Seven of those were 
in New Mexico, including one near Magdalena 
(1946), Socorro (1947), Roswell (actually near 
Corona, 4 July 1947), Plains of San Agustin 
(Catron County, 5 July 1947), Aztec (1948), White 
Sands (1949), and Roswell again (1949). Another 
in this pattern, is the sighting on the Hopi 
Reservation of Arizona in 1947. 

“There was a pattern of sightings and incidents in 
a band across New Mexico. Socorro and San 
Antonio are central to this pattern,” notes Reme. 

“Our 1945 sighting just adds to that base of 
information. It’s intriguing to say the least. If you 
were an eyewitness it becomes even more 
intriguing.” 

Reme and Jose are excited enough to tell their 
story after more than 55 years, even knowing the 
problems that plagued Lonnie Zamora after his 
spotting a UFO near Socorro. The two men would 


Apodoca and Faustino stared intently but unac- 
cusingly at Jose and Reme, trying to understand. 


They headed down the canyon nonetheless, and 
suddenly, “as if by magic,” in Reme’s words, the 
object reappeared. “From the top of the hill, it 
blended into the surroundings,” Reme explained 
recently. “The sun was at a different angle, and 
the object had dirt and debris over it,” which he 
speculated may have been put there by someone 
after the crash. Apodoca and Faustino led the way 
to the craft, and then climbed inside while Jose 
and Reme were ordered to stay a short distance 
away. “I can’t see the hombrecitos,” Reme offered. 
“No, ” replied Jose. “But look at these marks on 
the ground, like when you drag a rake over it.” 


The huge debris field had been cleaned up,” 
Reme recalled. “Who did it, and when, I have no 
idea? Was it the military using a helicopter or the 
occupants?” 


The main body of the craft, however, remained in 
place with odd pieces dangling everywhere. Now, 
Reme remembered, it was time for the adults to 
lecture Reme and Jose. Reme quoted Faustino as 
saying: “Listen carefully, don’t tell anyone about 
this, Reme, your dad just started working for the 
government. He doesn’t need to know anything 
about it. It might cause him trouble.” 


Faustino also worked for the government at 
Bosque del Apache National Wildlife Refuge and 
the ranch itself was on leased federal land. 


According to Jose, Faustino was a patriotic man 
and honest to a fault in his dealing with the feder¬ 
al government. 


“The government calls them weather balloons,” 
the state policeman chipped in. “I’m here to help 
Faustino work out the recovery with the govern¬ 
ment. They’ll want this thing back.” 


Reme stated: “This isn’t like the weather balloons 
we’ve seen before, they were little things, almost 
like a kite.” 


“You’re right, Reme. Este es un monstruso, que 
no Eddie?” Faustino said. “Yeah, it’s big for sure, ” 
the state policeman acknowledged. ‘And the 
hombrecitos?” Reme persisted. “Maybe you just 
thought you saw them,” said Faustino. “Maybe 
somebody took them, or they just took off.” 


The party headed home, the cow and calf grazed 
their way back over the next couple of days. 


like to see an excavation of the crevice where a 
few odds and ends from their ‘alien craft’ were 
tossed. “The crevice was recently covered up by 
a bulldozer doing flood control work,” Reme said. 

And they’d like to have the part they have from 
the wreckage examined more closely. However, 
they are not eager to surrender it to anyone. 

“I’ve heard from others that if you give it up to the 
government, you stand a good chance of not get¬ 
ting it back,” said Reme. 

A second piece, which Reme likened to the “tin 
foil in a cigarette pack,” is gone. “I used it to stop 
a leak in a brass pipe under a windmill at our 
house in San Antonio in the early 50s,” he said. “I 
used it to fill the stripped threads on two pieces 
of pipe.” 

Reme said he regrets using it now, but it was 
handy. “I kept in for years in an old Prince Albert 
(tobacco) tin down in the pump house, and it was 
the nearest thing available.” Reme said the foil 
stopped the leak in the pipe for years. The wind¬ 
mill is now gone and the property is no longer 
owned by the family. 

Finally, Jose and Reme were asked why they 
decided to tell the tale today, after nearly 60 
years. 

“It’s something you can never get out of your 
head,” said Reme. “When we saw it, we had 
never heard the term UFO, and ‘flying saucers’ 
didn’t become a part of the language until June of 
1947 when a pilot named Kenneth Arnold report¬ 
ed nine objects in a formation in the area of 
Mount Rainier.” 

“We didn’t invent this phenomenon,” said Reme, 
“We experienced it. Others have apparently had 
similar experiences. I believe Jose and I have an 
obligation to add our story to the mix.” ■ 
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After some small talk, Sgt. Avila got down to busi¬ 
ness. According to Reme’s and Jose’s recollec¬ 
tion, and what they learned subsequently from 
Faustino, the conversation went something like 
this: 


“As you may know, there’s a weather balloon 
down on your property, ” Avila said. “We need to 
install a metal gate and grade a road to the site to 
recover it. We’ll have to tear down a part of the 
fence adjoining the cattle guard.” 


“Why can’t you just go through the gate like 
everybody else?” asked Faustino. 


“Well, the problem is that your cattle guard is 
about 10 feet wide, and our tractor trailer can’t 
begin to get through there, ” said the sergeant. 
“We’ll compensate you, of course.” 


The sergeant also asked for a key to the gate until 
the military could install its own. He also wanted 
help with security. 


“Can you make sure nobody goes to the site 
unless they are authorized and don’t tell anyone 
why we’re here.” 


“What should I tell them?” Faustino asked. 


“You can tell them the equipment is here because 
the government needs to work a manganese 
mine west of here,” the sergeant said. 


“That was to justify the presence of road-building 
equipment,” said Reme in a recent inten/iew. “It 
wasn’t until decades later, on the Internet, that I 
learnttheArmytoldalot of untruths about that 
time. I found another manganese mine story was 
used to cover a UFO incident on the west side of 
the Magdalenas near Datil in 1947, about the time 
of the Roswell UFO incident.” 


“I know for sure that the cover story was at least 
the second piece of misinformation they gave out 
in a month,” noted Reme, a former marine, 
chuckling and referring to the acknowledged 
false press release used to cover the Trinity atom 
bomb explosion as the first example. 


It wasn’t long after the sergeant’s departure that 
the Army was on the scene with road building 
equipment. Long before the road was graded, 
however, soldiers were at the site, carrying scraps 
of the mangled craft to smaller vehicles that were 
able to get close to the scene immediately. 


“The soldiers 
threw some of 
the pieces 
down a crevice, 
so they would¬ 
n’t have to 
carry them,” he 
said. “Then 
they would kick 
dirt and rocks 
and brush over 
them to cover 
them up.” 


According to Jose, four soldiers were stationed at 
the wreckage at all times, with shift changes every 
12 hours. 


“One stayed at a tent as a guard and listened to 
the radio. I could hear the music. They’d work for 
an hour and then lock the gate, climb in their 
pick-ups and go to the Owl Cafe, where they’d 
look for girls. I know because one of my (female) 
cousins who was there told me.” 


Once the flatbed was in place, the soldiers used 
winches to hoist pieces of the wreckage in place. 


“They had to build an L-shaped frame and tilt it to 
get it to fit into the tractor-trailer, because it 
bulged out over one side,” Jose said. “They finally 
cut a hole in the fence at the gate that was 26 feet 
long to get it out.” 


Off it went, shrouded under covers, through San 
Antonio and presumably to Stallion Site, now the 
White Sands Missile Range, where, according to 
Reme, it might still be there. 


Was this clandestine operation undertaken to 
recover a weather balloon? Or, as Jose and Reme 
contend, was it something far more mysterious? 


“I think the term ‘weather balloon’ was a 
euphemism, a catch-all for anything and every¬ 
thing that the government couldn’t explain,” 
Reme said. 


They were nothing but silky material, aluminium 
and wood, nothing like what we found in that 
arroyo in 1945.” 

“Those weather balloons were not much more 
than big box kites,” Reme said. “They sure could¬ 
n’t gouge a hole in the ground. Remember, in 
1945, despite the bomb, we weren’t all that 
sophisticated. The Trinity Site bomb, Fat Man, 
was transported on a railroad car to the site. 

“Radar was primitive or non-existent in some 
places. Maybe the military knew what they had, 
maybe they didn’t, maybe they couldn’t say.” 

Reme and Jose are convinced, and they say 
Faustino soon joined them in their belief, that the 
object on the ranch was no mere weather bal¬ 
loon, but an object of mystery. Faustino, however, 
had no interest in challenging the status quo, nor 
did state policeman Apodaca, whatever his 
beliefs were. 

And why would a mere sergeant be sent to nego¬ 
tiate with Faustino Padilla on a mission that 
involved something more than a routine weather 
balloon flight? “He wore sergeant stripes,” Reme 
said. “That doesn’t necessarily mean he was a 
sergeant. He was also Latino which meant he 
could communicate with the locals.” 

Finally, why did the military allow such cavalier 
treatment of the wreckage if it were a foreign or 
alien craft with scientific value? 

“I don’t know if they knew what they had,” Reme 
said. “It was a fairly crude craft with no parts or 
numbers on it, and the piece we have, we were 
told, is not remarkably machined even for 1945. 
But there’s nothing that says aliens have to travel 
in remarkable spaceships. 

“Given what we know about distances in the uni¬ 
verse, space travel seems far-fetched, I’ll grant 
you. Perhaps they got here by some method we 
can’t fathom and they manufactured a crude 
object here to get around in this atmosphere. We 
hear about other dimensions, and parallel uni¬ 
verses. 

“I don’t know much about those things. But I do 
know what I saw, which was some unlikely look¬ 
ing ‘hombrecitos’ at the crash site. I know that 
later other people in the area reported similar 
things. And I know the government was interest¬ 
ed in keeping it quiet.” 


“The work detail 
wasn’t too efficient,” 
said Reme, who 
noted from his expe¬ 
rience in the 
Marines that military 
parts had numbei 
and were carefull 
catalogued.

Whilst carrying out a routine 
inspection at a level crossing 
and photographing the facility 
for repair reference, a council 
engineer got the shock of his 
life when he returned to his 
office and was downloading the 
photographs he had taken. 

From a series of ten images, 
one jumped right off the com¬ 
puter screen. 

It appeared to show a typical

in Australia trying to debunk it 
as being nothing more than a 
bug or bird.

The above UFO 
photo, taken on 
January 15, caused 
a stir on radio and 
TV yesterday as 
excitement mount¬ 
ed over an alien 
visitor. 

A Whittlesea traffic 
engineer took the 
photo while assess¬ 
ing street signs 
and road markings i 
on Beveridge 
Road. He did not 
notice the UFO 
while he was taking the 
digital photo, only when 
the image was printed. 


The City of Whittlesea yester¬ 
day posted the photo on its 
website with a disclaimer. 

‘This council has no opinion 
about the object. We just do 
not know what the object 
could be and would welcome 
any explanation ...the image 
has been referred by council 
to the chief defence scien¬ 
tist, (the) Defence 
Science & Technology 
i Organisation, and the 
Civil Aviation 
Authority. 

“Council is consid¬ 
ering referring it to 
NASA.” 

Council spokes¬ 
man Jim Linton 
said the engineer 
did not see anything 
with the naked eye 
at the time. ‘It was 
a quiet day. We 
don’t know if it’s a 
computer glitch, we 
don't know what it is.” 



But the UFO spokesman for 
the Australian Skeptics, 

Steve Roberts, thinks it’s a 
fly or a small bird. Dr 
Roberts, who interviewed the 
engineer yesterday, said the 
photo was the only one of 
about 10 that showed the 
object. “The object is very 
much out of focus, but the 
background is in focus, there¬ 
fore it’s near the camera,” he 
said. “It also explains why no 
one else saw it.” 

As for the talkback callers 
who said they did, Dr Roberts 
said that was a common 
occurrence. “Unfortunately, it’s 
known that if you make a 
claim, people will come and 
support it,” he said.

2. That what was caught on camera 
was an insect, and that is why the pho¬ 
tographer saw nothing at the time. I 
don’t think someone busy carrying out 
important safety and maintenance work 
would have the time to even consider 
hoaxing a UFO image.

UFO: David, what do you do for 
a living? 

DS: Things are quiet at the 
moment but my main line of 
work is as a landscape photog¬ 
rapher and sometime house- 
husband. But for the record, I can 
honestly say I never made a lot 
of money out of my UFO footage. 

UFO: I find that alarmingly reas¬ 
suring. People who make a lot 
of money out of a particular 
subject are driven on by 
necessity. When an author or 
film makertells me they have 
not made a great profit from 
their work, I accept that the 
reason for them doing their 
particular thing, is because 
they wanted to do it. That for 
me carries a great deal of 
respect. Have you had a long 
term interest in the UFO sub¬ 
ject? 

DS: I have always had an open 
mind but it wasn’t until the first 
filmed sighting in 1997 that my 
interest became more involved, 
although I have always thought 
there was something else other 
than us out there in space. 

UFO: When was your first 
encounter? 

DS: Actually when I knew you 
were going to conduct this inter¬ 
view I looked up in my old 
diaries. I had seen something 
strange as a young man and I 
remember I had noted the date 
in my diary at the time. It was 
1960 and I would have been 18 
years old. I was very interested 
in aircraft spotting at the time, liv¬ 
ing down here in Suffolk we 
were close to many air bases 
and there was always a lot of 
interesting traffic in the skies. 

I remember on one occasion 
standing in my garden with the 
binoculars. I believe I was 
observing a ‘RAF Javelin’ and to 
one side of this aircraft was what 
I could only describe as a ‘shiny 
white light’, it was static and I 
wondered ‘what on earth was it?’ 
I thought it could have been a 
star because as you know, you 
can sometimes see stars in day¬ 
light conditions. I soon realised it 


wasn’t a star as it broke up into 
about five sections and shot off 
in different directions. I simply 
couldn’t relate it to anything I 
knew of at that time, as an air¬ 
craft enthusiast. I would say after 
this sighting my interest in the 
possibilities of the existence of 
UFOs was ignited. 

UFO: Have you always had an 
interest in photography and 
video? 

DS: I have been taking pho¬ 
tographs from the age of around 
fifteen. A school pal got me into 
the hobby and I was able to do 
my own developing of black and 
white film in a dark room I had at 
home. In fact I did that right up 
until about 1987. 

Nowadays of course with the 
advent of digital cameras none 
of this is necessary although I 
don’t think the quality is quite the 
same as regular film. 

UFO: What did the neighbours 
think to you sky watching 
from your rooftop? 

DS: Well of course the odd joke 
passed across the gardens, but I 
had a great vantage point from 
my flat roof. Basically I suppose I 
just got on with it, keeping myself 
to myself. 

UFO: Did your neighbours ever 
witness any of the footage 
you recorded? 

DS: You know I don’t think they 
did really although in one 
instance I called old Fred across 
from over the road to look at 
what I was filming. Sadly he 
passed away a few years ago 
now, so he was probably my 
only witness at that time apart 
from my wife. 

I suppose I didn’t talk too much 
about what I was doing for fear 
of being labelled an eccentric or 
the like. 

On another note, I do a bit of 
running and you tend to observe 
people while you’re out there 
and I can’t help but notice how 
unobservant people can be, they 
get on with their lives and don’t 
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seem to even look up. I recall a 
trip into Norwich one time and 
the streets were busy with shop¬ 
pers, I heard this distinct sound 
coming from the sky. I looked up 
and there was a WW2 Flurricane 
and Spitfire, they must have 
been performing at a local dis¬ 
play but you know it seemed I 
was the only one taking notice. 

There was this thunderous roar 
filling the sky and people never 
even looked up. 


One time I was out running with 
a friend, Ian, and I caught sight 
of several strange lights in the 
night sky. I called to Ian to have 
a look, he sort of went oh, yeah 
and carried on with his run. It 
didn’t mean anything to him. I 
suppose there’s a kind of apathy 
about all this really. 

UFO: Did the local press take 
up your story? 



DS: Well actually it was me that 
informed them after filming the 
cylindrical object. I had a good 
look at the tape and really want¬ 
ed to know if anyone else had 
seen it. We had a friend at that 
time who worked on the local 
journal who in turn took it to the 
district paper. From there it got 
on to Look East our local TV 
news, then the BBC got hold of it 
and it all started from there. 

I must tell you that the first 
unusual clip I recorded, the cylin¬ 
drical object (Fig 1), wasn’t 
recorded on my camera, I didn’t 
actually own one at the time. But 
my son’s girlfriend’s father’s 
camcorder was in the house and 
when I spotted the object (at this 
time it was basically over my 
head) I ran indoors remembering 
the camera was in the house 
and started filming. 

It wasn’t long after that incident 
though that I obtained my own 
camera and started filming some 
unusual stuff. 

I had time on my hands and 
once I had my own camera, I 
used to get on my bike and cycle 
all over the place trying to cap¬ 
ture more of what I had already 
filmed. It actually took over my 
life for a period of time. 
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I learned about the stars and 
read books on the subject to 
make sure I was aware of what 
was genuinely out there. 

Debunkers were quick to quote 
Venus as one of the things I was 
filming. If they’d have taken the 
time to see were I live and the 
position of our house they would 
soon realise that Venus would 
have been in a totally different 
part of the sky to what I was film¬ 
ing. 

I was convinced I had observed 
something worthy of research 
and study. 

UFO: What sort of equipment 
did you film with? 

As I mentioned earlier the first 
clip I filmed was the cylindrical 
object and that was recorded on 
a borrowed camcorder that was 
left at our house. After that I got 
hold of my own. The first one 
being a Canon Hi 8 with inter¬ 
changeable lenses, and then as 
time went on, I bought a small 
JVC digital model. That wasn’t 
as good as the Canon but it did 
a job. 

UFO: How did you get involved 
with Riddle of the SkieS? 

DS: It was about 12 months after 
the first filmed sighting that 
Riddle of the Skies made contact 
with me. I suppose I was a bit 
green but the producers 
explained how they wanted to do 
things and that seemed fine by 
me, however the end result was¬ 
n’t what I expected. 


UFO: I would like to make a 
point here. David was the only 
witness from the general pub¬ 
lic with camera footage. But 
he was subjected to intense 
scrutiny where as pilots, air 
traffic controllers, scientists, 
and the military were treated 
with respect. 

It seemed the minute the pro¬ 
ducers of the programme got 
hold of a UFO experiencer, 
(David Spoor), they systemati¬ 
cally tried to either destroy his 
evidence or make him out to 
be a hoaxer. When the object 
in Fig 2 was put before the 
programme’s expert he sug¬ 
gested to the cameras that we 
were looking at a cloud per¬ 
haps or maybe a star. 

Well I know who I see as the 
fool here and it’s not David 
Spoor. 

DS: I must admit I was pretty 
naive at the time and I accepted 
people at face value. I gave 
them my original master tapes 
and to be perfectly honest with 
you I don’t think I would ever do 
that again. I felt that they picked 
on certain things and though 
they did tell me they carried out 
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analysis, I felt that instead of 
picking on what to me seemed 
insignificant they should have 
tackled the more obvious unusu¬ 
al qualities of the images on the 
films. 

One incident featured the trian¬ 
gular light which to me and any¬ 
one watching moves across the 
skies behind my house. Well the 
producers were more interested 
in telling me that they didn’t think 
it moved, they thought I was 
moving with the camera. This is 
correct of course. I moved with 
the object otherwise it would 
have been out of shot in a cou¬ 
ple of seconds, and to relate this 
object to being Venus is ridicu¬ 
lous. As I said earlier, my house 
doesn’t move and a simple com¬ 
pass bearing would confirm that 
Venus would have been behind 
me, and as for the cloud theory I 
can only say this. I don’t know 
what it was but I do know it was¬ 
n’t ‘a bloody cloud’. 

Another thing that suggests the 
analysis was purely cosmetic 
was the suggestion of me 
recording Venus. I had thought 
prior to the TV people coming to 
my house that they might cite 
Venus as the object in some >

of my films so I recorded the 
planet on my camcorder. I filmed 
it in focus, slightly out of focus 
and made sure they had a copy 
of the tape with the footage they 
were going to feature in the pro¬ 
gramme. That footage was obvi¬ 
ously not shown in the docu¬ 
mentary and not shown to the 
‘experts’ who passed a sup¬ 
posed informed comment on my 
films. 

Incidentally, I never claimed 
these objects were ET, all I ever 
wanted was to know just what 
they were. 

UFO: It was suggested that the 
apparent acceleration of the 
cylindrical object could have 
been an effect produced by 
the zooming out of the camera 
lens. Would you care to give 
us your thoughts? 

DS: Again I’ll be perfectly honest 
with you and say I’m not sure. I 
had seen the object overhead 
and remembered that the cam¬ 
era was indoors. I’d never really 
had experience of a video cam¬ 
era but I got myself rested firmly 
against the fence and started 
filming. I suppose I could have 
caught the zoom inadvertently 
but I don’t think I did. 



Did you ever feel suppressed 
now that you were in the pub¬ 
lic gaze? 


DS: I never got any weird phone 
calls or letters from anyone 
claiming to be special services or 
MI5, and I don’t see myself as 
paranoid but there was a time 
when I was pretty sure that my 
movements were being watched. 



UFO: On first seeing the clip I 
thought it could well be the 
zooming out of the lens that 
gave the appearance of accel¬ 
eration. But if that had been 
the case, two elements that 
would back up this theory are 
missing in my copy of the 
film. 

1. When you are filming a 
quiet scene you can hear the 
workings of the camera cap¬ 
tured by the built in micro¬ 
phone, the zoom is a quite 
pronounced whirring sound. 
You don’t hear that. 

2. Another common effect 
caused by zooming in or out 
too quickly is that the image 
goes out of focus for a sec¬ 
ond or so until the auto focus 
controls catch up with what is 
required of the camera.This 
also doesn’t happen. 

By this time David your name 
had become known to many 
UFO researchers and enthusi¬ 
asts. 


There was a run down MoD 
facility near Hopton. At the time it 
was active but now it’s totally 
closed down. I used to cycle 
down there quite a lot because it 
was there where I filmed these 
objects (Fig 3). 

One time I was cycling up there 
and saw this man standing on 
the other side of the road and 
you get a sort of inclination when 
someone is watching what 
you’re doing. I had met someone 
there and we saw that this man 
was actually holding binoculars 
and giving us a long hard stare 
through them. 

Another time I went to the old 
facility, someone was sitting just 
outside the gates. There was 
another chap wandering around 
and I passed pleasantries with 
him and he asked me ‘Do you 
think he’s watching us?’ I didn’t 
know for sure, but decided it was 
time to go. 

As I rode my bike up the lane I 
noticed the chap at the gate giv¬ 
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ing me a good once-over. I also 
noticed a parked van with two 
occupants. 

Now this road is about two miles 
long and I couldn’t believe it when 
the van followed me on the bike. I 
was only doing ten miles an hour 
or so and he could have passed 
me at anytime on that journey 
but he didn’t. It wasn’t until I got 
into Caughton that he turned 
right as I went straight ahead. 

This left me feeling quite uncom¬ 
fortable. 

There was also a period of time 
when our telephone at home 
was acting strange. You could 
hear crackles and clicks on the 
line and of course this has been 
associated with telephone tapping. 


I’ve never had anyone scare me 
off but that occasion with the van 
did disturb me. On reflection 
though I remember calling my 
old mum and telling her that I 
was going up to the MoD place 
on my bike and with hindsight I 
wonder if someone knew I was 
going up there. 

I took pictures of some unusual 
burn marks on the beach (Fig 4) 
near the old MoD buildings. I 
don’t know what they were but 
they just seemed out of place on 
a quiet beach. I sent the pictures 
to the local paper to see if any¬ 
one could come up with an 
answer to what they were. 

I got various suggestions. Some¬ 
one thought they might be mark¬ 
er beacons for radar testing but I 
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never did get to the bottom of 
what they were. When I actually 
took the photographs the black¬ 
ened remains were still smoul¬ 
dering. 

UFO: Do you still sky watch? 

DS: Oh yes, I think I’ll always do 
that. You never know what you 
might see. Although I’ve only 
seen satellites and aircraft these 
last few years, but I still enjoy the 
clear night skies. 

UFO: Having watched recent 
TV documentaries produced 
on this subject, I can’t help 
but notice a change in the way 
this subject is presented. It has 
to be a change for the better. 

Most of what David Spoor 
recorded on video tape stands 
out as very interesting and 
very unusual. It warranted fur¬ 
ther investigation at the time. 

David handed over his tapes, 
entered into a deal and seem¬ 
ingly lost control of the way his 
evidence would be portrayed.

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Hie 'Stated Cue' Principle 

By Detective Constable 1877 Gary Heseltine BTP 


I t is well over fifty years since the 
modern era of UFOs began. During 
that time the subject has followed a 
chequered path. In the fifties flying 
saucers were widely reported in the 
media. As we have learnt from recent 
research, several members of the Royal 
Family and senior military figures in 
Britain believed that UFOs were of 
extraterrestrial origins. 

However, as time has gone by the 
media’s attitude to the subject has 
changed from one of genuine interest to 
one that appears to have pigeonholed the 
enigma in the same league as The Loch 
Ness Monster and Vampires’. This does a 
great disservice to the subject and the 
public alike for it gives the impression to 
the world at large that UFOs are nothing 
more than fleeting glimpses of identifi¬ 
able objects or some form of human 
paranoia. 

This is not the case because there is a 
wealth of accurate facts from around the 
world that circumstantially point to a real 
phenomenon. 

Rarely do the media display the best evi¬ 
dence for the ET hypothesis. I have fol¬ 
lowed this subject for over 28 years and it 
is simply not true to say that there is little 
evidence to support the ET hypothesis 
that will hold up to close scrutiny. 

What is true is that in the public domain 
that evidence does not present itself in 
the form of a ‘nuts and bolts’ alien vehi¬ 
cle. Instead it manifests itself in the form 
of compelling circumstantial evidence 
(bear in mind that many people are con¬ 
victed of murder without the weapon 
being found or any independent witness¬ 
es to the attack and people are regularly 
convicted on this basis). 

I have been a police officer for over four¬ 
teen years and a detective for the last 
decade. That experience has given me a 
good grounding in determining what ‘evi¬ 
dence’ really is. Linking that experience 
to the excellent testimonies of pilots, 
astronauts, cosmonauts, senior military 
figures, scientists etc has formed the 
basis of my belief system that some 
UFOs are indeed extraterrestrial in origin. 

As a relative newcomer to active UFO 
research I can look at the subject from 
perhaps a slightly wider context than 
most who are within it. 


I have watched and listened to so many 
UFO debates on TV and radio where 
sceptics reel off the same inaccuracies 
time after time. So much time is wasted 
because the subject has not addressed 
some key issues. 

A sceptic will rarely speak in detail. They 
constantly make sweeping generalisa¬ 
tions. Sadly we (the ufologists) generally 
let them get away with it because we 
have not evolved our own basic stan¬ 
dards - i.e. a series of ‘stated cases’ that 
would act as rebuttals. 

From a police perspective all offences 
have what are called ‘stated cases’ that 
are held as defining reference points. 


STATED CASE NUMBER ONE - 

Earliest Nuts and Bolts Craft 


In my opinion the best evidence to support the earli¬ 
est nuts and bolts alien craft theory derives from 
recently uncovered military records by David Clarke 
and Andy Roberts. The following case featured in 
the July 2003 issue of UFO Magazine: 

•11th August 1944 
• Earliest and best example of 
nuts and bolts UFO 

On the night of 11th August 1944 a Lancaster 
bomber was returning to Britain from a mission over 
southern France when the crew encountered a disc 
shaped UFO that dwarfed their aircraft many times 
over. 

The crew of eight watched the disc at an estimated 
distance of 1000 yards for approximately three min-

utes before the object accelerated away from the 
plane and out of view. There was no reported engine 
noise or any vapour trail. 

The sighting represents a physical craft of enormous 
size operating in the skies above wartime Europe 
three years before the ‘flying saucer’ phrase was 
coined and long before the term UFO was in use. 

Ronald Claridge DFC was the radio/radar operator 
involved in the sighting and his description of the 
object is telling. 

7 he lights were circular, rather like portholes in a 
ship. The colour was a very bright yellow changing 
to intense white. My estimate was that they were 
about 1000yards from our aeroplane. The ones 
nearest our Lancaster were the largest and bright¬ 
est; they stretched fore and aft to what seemed

It will surprise few that in this category I would put 
forward the McMinville photographs as the best 
photographic evidence to date of a genuine UFO 
caught on film. 

• 19.14 hours on 11 May 1950 

• Farmer Paul Trent 

• Location: McMinville, Oregon, USA, Photos 
1 and 2 

Taken on 11 May 1950 by farmer Paul Trent at 1914 
hours at his farm in McMinville, Oregon, USA, the 
photographs clearly depict a structured flying object. 

The two photographs, taken only seconds apart, 
provide information that suggests that the object 
was a disc shaped aerial platform of between 40 
and 30 feet in diameter. 


Trent, who was with his wife at the time of the sight¬ 
ing, stated that there was no sound emitted by the 
object as it flew by. 



The two photographs (pictured) have been examined 
by experts from around the world and 
have stood the test of time. The 
photographs have cap¬ 
tured a disc shaped 
object on film.

infinity. After about thirty seconds I could see they 
were part of an enormous disc. ” 

Later he said, “That this was not of this world was 
certain. ” Claridge painted a picture (left) which 
clearly illustrates that the object was indeed a craft 
of some kind. 



We arrive at the same question. 
Who in 1950 was capable of 
building an aircraft of such 
design and specification? 


Certainly the disc shaped 
design had been examined in 
great detail by the Nazis during 
WWII but the jury is still out as 
to whether that technology ever 
took to the skies. 

But what we do know from 
1950 is that no powered air¬ 
craft could take to the skies in 
complete silence as described 
by the Trents. 



I believe that the Trent photographs should be held 
up by Ufologists and enthusiasts alike to counter the 
sceptic who asserts that there has never been a 
photograph that holds up to scrutiny. 


Given that it was wartime and early aircraft recogni¬ 
tion was of paramount importance (because their 
lives depended on it) and given that it was before the 
era of UFOs and flying saucers, you are left with 
only one logical answer - that it was a real and 
accurately described experience by a group of wit¬ 
nesses of the highest credibility. 


STATED CASE NUMBER THREE - 
Film and Video 


• Great Falls, 

Montana, USA on 15 
August 1950 

• Taken by Nicholas

The case for genuine 
UFOs caught on moving film is just as compelling. In 
May 1950 two objects were captured streaking 
across the daylight sky in Great Falls, Montana. 



When the plane landed the incident was immediately 
reported and each of the crew was interviewed 
about the sighting. Interestingly, all were instructed 
not to say anything to anyone else and more signifi¬ 
cantly, they weren't to record the encounter in their 
log books. 

Clarke and Roberts are to be applauded for their dili¬ 
gent work in uncovering these files, yet, for all their 
great efforts, I still have not seen either one come 
out and support this case as evidence of ET. This 
case is either genuine or the crew of eight were 
responsible for perpetrating a hoax, it is as simple as 
that. You cant have it both ways. 


If that is the case then what was this huge aircraft? 

It dwarfed the Lancaster many times over (note the 
Lancaster was one of the largest aircraft in the world 
in 1944) and was of a circular disc shape. Was 
there any military power capable of building an air¬ 
craft of such size and design in 1944? The answer 
is overwhelmingly 'No!' 

So if mankind wasn’t able to build that disc some¬ 
one else had to and thattakes it toward the ET 
hypothesis as the only logical answer. 


The footage has been analysed the world over. Even 
the sceptical Condon Committee had to conclude 
that the objects were real, self luminous and travelling 
anywhere from 1000 - 2000 mph. Not bad for 1950! 

After a detailed examination of the film, Blue Book 
could not find a conventional explanation for the 
objects. 

Simply labelling them ’unexplained’ or 'unknown’ will 
not do - it is a cop out. If the conventional explana¬ 
tion doesn't fit we should be open to examine the 
unconventional theory. If you apply that logic we are 
once again left with only one plausible explanation - 
the objects displayed flight characteristics beyond

This piece of footage has defied rational explanation 
for over fifty years. It has been examined extensively 
and everyone has had to conclude that the objects 
caught on film were not aircraft, birds, helicopters 
etc. 

Yet over the years there have been several excellent 
video/films showing very similar groupings of 
objects clustered in the sky. During the 80s and 90s 
a number of sequences were recorded over Mexico 
that mirrored closely the Tremonton footage of 
1950. More recently the Anthony Woods ‘fleet’ 
footage over Portsmouth, England, merits more than 
a passing resemblance to the footage at Tremonton.

I have been for¬

Russ Callaghan. Two ‘fleet’ sequences recorded by 
Anthony Woods mirror the sightings listed above: 
white spheres set against blue daylight skies that 
appear to move independently of each other. 

What Anthony Woods has captured on film is noth¬ 
ing short of sensational. He has filmed a variety of 
objects which clearly do not fit any known aircraft 
etc. In one particular sequence lasting over four min¬ 
utes an unconventional aerial craft can be seen 
operating over the skies of Britain. Known as the 'Big 
Red’, the object’s movement, shape and flight char¬ 
acteristics appear to defy all logical explanation. 

I recently showed the Woods footage to a senior 
reporter of a leading national daily newspaper and 
he was very impressed and totally mystified as to 
what the object could be. He agreed that the UFO 
sequence was newsworthy and that it should be 
broadcast throughout the world as a news feature. 
To date that newspaper is choosing to sit on this 
story. 



STATED CASE NUMBER FOUR 
Best Physical Evidence 


In police terms ‘evidence’ can come in a variety of 
forms. They are referred to as ‘real’ and ‘documen¬ 
tary’ evidence. Real evidence is the knife, the gun 
etc. but it can also be the CCTV tape, camcorder 
footage and radar/data tape. 

On 31 March 1990 across the skies of Belgium a tri¬ 
angular UFO was widely reported by the police and 
public alike. The object was recorded and tracked by 
three independent radar stations. As a result two FI 6 
fighter aircraft were sent to investigate and intercept 
the UFO. 

During the course of that attempted interception one 
of the aircraft recorded several of its cockpit instru¬ 
ments. 


One of these instru¬ 
ments went on to 
capture what is in 
my opinion the best 
piece of physical 
(real) evidence yet to 
show an extraterres¬ 
trial vehicle in our 
skies. 


The footage recorded a manoeuvre that is beyond 
the human envelope in terms of machine and body. 
The UFO is seen to drop 9500 feet in just under five 
seconds before disappearing at speed. Although the 
pilots did not get a visual themselves, the object was 
recorded for posterity on their cockpit radar and 
instrumentation. 

Thethen Chief of Operations for the Belgium Air 
Force, Colonel Wilfried De Brouwer, was so moved 
that he called a press conference where he aired the 
relevant footage. His words are telling: 


STATED CASE NUMBER FIVE - 

Rendlesham Forest 1980 'Actual Conact' 





Blow-up of the image on

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Once again this case will not come as a surprise to 
the genuine UFO enthusiast. What happened at 
Rendlesham is arguably the best case of ACTUAL 
CONTACT WITH ET that is in the public domain. I 
believe the case to be more ‘evidential’ than even 
Roswell. 

Significantly, over Roswell this case has a number of 
actual documents to support the assertion that 
something of great importance took place over the 
1980 Christmas period. 

At the heart of that evidence is the famous ‘Halt 
Memorandum’. 

If this were a police enquiry that would be my start¬ 
ing point in the investigation. For in that document 
we get testimony from Halt, the Deputy Base 
Commander, who confirms that he saw several 
UFOs in the forest. At one point he describes how a 
single UFO divided into five parts and later that one 
of the objects shone a beam of light down to the 
ground in front of him.

“Hie (Belgium) Air Force has arrived at the conclu¬ 
sion that a certain number ot anomalous phenome¬ 
na has been produced within Belgian airspace. The 
numerous testimonies of ground observations rein¬ 
forced by the (Air Force) reports of the night of 
March 30-31 (1990 FIBs and Radar recordings), 
have led us to face the hypothesis that a certain 
number of unauthorized aerial activities have taken 
place. The day will come undoubt¬ 
edly when the phenomenon will be 
observed with technological means 
of detection and collection that 
wont leave a single doubt about its 
origin. 


“This should lift a part of the veil 
that has covered the UFO mystery 


tinues to the present. But it exists, it 
is real, and that in itself is an important conclusion.” 

These comments reflect, in all but name a direct 
admission that the object being referred to was a 
genuine UFO. 

The cockpit recording of the UFOs extraordinary 
manoeuvre rules out the stealth argument once and 
for all and when you think about it, why would the 
United States (the only country capable of producing 
Stealth) want to overfly Belgium, an allied member 
of NATO when it could fly at will above the skies of 
the US? 

Sadly the media has played a large part in playing 
this case down. Rarely are all the military witnesses 
interviewed and presented col¬ 
lectively. 



I have long wanted to put my 
Rendlesham thoughts on 
paper and this is a good 
opportunity to nail two 
common misconceptions. 

If these events were to be 
rerun as a police major 
incident several things 
would have quickly been 
established. 

Based on Halt’s testi¬ 
mony in the memoran¬ 
dum he highlighted an 
earlier landing of a 
UFO and gave precise 
descriptions of an 
object seen by one 
of his men 
(Penniston). 
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Vince Thurkettle, a local forestry worker, has long 
been held up by sceptics, and since then just about 
every TV documentary made about the incident has 
someone with a good theory for what caused the tri¬ 
angular markings at the 
alleged landing site. His asser¬ 
tion that the marks were 
caused by animals would have 
been dismissed out of hand 
because the ‘evidence’ in chief, 
i.e. the Halt memorandum was 
clear about the cause. It was not 
open to speculation. The animal 
theory does not equate to the 
known facts of the case yet the 
media has allowed this theory to 
be a valid scenario for over twenty 
years!

In an incident room it would have 
been filed as ‘unused material’ on 
Day One of the investigation. 

By the same token the second old 
chestnut should be buried once and for 
all. On many occasions Halt has stated 
that the UFOs he witnessed were not 


the lights of the Orfordness Lighthouse yet for over 
twenty years people who were not present on the 
nights in question have gone to great lengths to say 
that the numerous military witnesses were some¬ 
how duped by the 'strange' beams emitted from it. 

Once again 
from a police 
major inci¬ 
dent point of 
view this 
would have 
been con¬ 
signed to the 
'unused 
material’ file 
on Day One. 

The light¬ 
house theory 
does not 
match the 

testimonies of the people who were there, not least 
Halt and Sgt Jim Penniston who describe move¬ 
ments close at hand in the forest and in Halt’s case 
he observed one of the UFOs divide into five objects. 
In addition Halt asserts that he and his team of men 
were out in the forest for over four hours! 



If it had been the lighthouse they would have discov¬ 
ered the source within an hour at most as this is the 
time it would take to walk to a position where the 
location of the lighthouse could have been verified. 

Throughout all the intervening years Halt has stead¬ 
fastly maintained that what he saw was truly extraor¬ 
dinary and appeared to be intelligently controlled. 

The lighthouse theory does not hold water based on 
the testimony of Halt and others. 

In 2003 Halt and Penniston were reunited for a doc¬ 
umentary (aired UK 09/01/04 on Sky One) when 
they returned to the Bentwaters base. That visit 
resulted in at least two pieces of ‘new’ evidence 
coming to light. 

Firstly, for the first time Halt has gone public with the 
revelation that one of the UFOs shone a beam of 
light down to the actual nuclear weapons storage 
area. 

Secondly, when Penniston took Halt to the place 
where he said he saw and touched a landed UFO, 
Halt maintained that he had been taken to a different 
landing site! 

Significantly, at the end of the show, Halt stated that 
he believed that at least two of his men had been 
interrogated at great length using somewhat ‘inap¬ 
propriate’ methods by members of the intelligence 
community. 

There is one other piece of information that I believe 
has relevancy. During my service in the Royal Air 
Force I was stationed at two nuclear bases - RAF 
HONINGTON in Suffolk and RAF LAARBRUCH in 
what was West Germany (between 1983 and 
1988). 

The design of the nuclear weapon storage areas 
was almost identical to that of the one at 
Bentwaters. 

For around three years I was employed to protect 
those nuclear facilities as a Royal Air Force police 
officer. I was the exact equivalent of Halt and his 
men.

The supplementary storage 
areas had at least one high 
vantage watch tower. That 
tower would almost certainly 
have had a view over 
I the tops of the forest. 

It would have been 
I manned by at least 
one US security 
police officer. 

The tower would have 
held an elaborate plan 
of the entire com¬ 
pound because it 
would be from that location that any breach in the 
perimeter fencing would be detected.

The tower was a key area of the compound because 
of it elevated vantage point. If something had been in > 
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The 'Stated Case' Principle 


the woods outside the perimeter and close to the 
base and the storage area, the officer on duty would 
have seen the UFOs. British towers were equipped 
with binoculars so it is likely that the US Air Force 
did likewise. However, such a tower is rarely men¬ 
tioned in any discussion of this case. 

There is also another key area that to my knowledge 
has never been raised. From my experience of those 
storage facilities a security police officer would have 
been responsible per shift for maintaining a ‘Daily 
Occurrence Book’. Anything seen in the woods over 
the Christmas period that was close to the storage 
area would have merited an entry in that book. 

This book is not to be confused with the Base 
Security Daily Occurrence Book that would have 
been compiled by security police officers who were 
not employed in the storage area. 

I can only speak from a British perspective but the 
‘Station RAF Police’ were almost a separate entity to 
those who were employed on the SSA (Supplementary 
Storage Area). During the period of the Cold War, 

RAF policemen were also employed in other types of 
storage area known as QRAs (Quick Reaction Alert). 
These sites would contain a number of aircraft per¬ 
manently nuclear armed, ready to respond to a 
threat within minutes. These areas would be protect¬ 
ed by RAF police officers pooled and resourced 
from the main SSA contingent. 

What I am getting at is that I suspect that there are 
other officers who witnessed the events over 
Rendlesham Forest that have never been identified. 
Certainly the officer in the watchtower is a likely can¬ 
didate. As detailed above there are grounds for 
believing that further documents containing informa¬ 
tion about the UFOs did or do exist. Finally I suspect 
that many more security officer pocket notebooks 
contained information about the lights. As is likely 
with our American counterparts, RAF police officers 
were handed individual pocket books to maintain on 
a daily basis. Any event of note would have been 
recorded within them. Do they exist now I wonder? 


Conclusions 

I believe the Rendlesham Forest incident repre¬ 
sents the best case yet for direct contact with an 
extraterrestrial object (that is in the public 
domain). In listing these and the other ‘stated 
cases’ I have tried to put forward incidents that 
defy conventional explanation. I believe that if 
they were consistently used to rebut sceptical 
generalisations the message to the public at large 
would increase dramatically. 

If Ufology is ever to break out from its present 
pigeonholed standing in the world, we as 
researchers and enthusiasts alike will have to 
speak with clear voices to get the message across 
to a wider audience. 

No doubt other people will favour their own partic¬ 
ular sightings for being adopted as ‘stated cases' 
but the same principle applies - that we already 
have a wealth of compelling circumstantial evi¬ 
dence. Let's put it collectively and consistently to 
constructive use.

Smbr Phenomenon Photographed 

Almost 40 Years Apart By Russel Callaghan 


In our February issue we featured some 
strange images that appeared on NASA’s 
website showing an unusual ‘smoke ring’ - 
taken at the 2001 Cleveland Air Show’. 

NASA captioned these images as ‘special 
effect over air show’ and ‘strange effect left 
by airship’. 

Having read the short feature and seen the 
images Bob Tibbitts was prompted into con¬ 
tacting me at UFO Magazine. 

Having introduced himself he went on to 
describe a UFO sighting that he had shared 
some 45 years ago with a friend and the 
friend’s father: 

“At the age of 9 (1959) myself, a friend and 
his father saw a round object hovering above 
our heads, it looked much like a Chinese 
lantern, ruby red in colour, glowing steadily 
and divided into segments by black areas 
and had a large black central hole. 

“None of us remember the craft leaving but 
my friend’s father said he had seen some¬ 
thing very similar while serving in the WW2 
on an aircraft carrier. He said, The thing shot 
up from under the sea and sped skywards.’ 

(I wonder if this could be corroborated, as 
there can't be many aircraft carriers used 
during the Second World War?) 


by Anthony Woods and featured in our DVD 
and Video documentary The Journey, Bob 
went on to explain how the smoke ring that 
appeared on NASA’s website was surprising¬ 
ly similar to the smoke effects photographed 
in two historical UFO cases. 

Firstly, the image shown in Fig 2, taken on 
an old Polaroid camera, is one of two pho¬ 
tographed by Rex Heflin on 3 August 1965 
at 11.30am in Orange County, California. 

Long suspected a hoax, Bob considers that 
Heflin may have seen this ‘smoke effect’ 

(Fig 3) first and photographed it prior to 
hoaxing the ‘Hubcap Classic’ (Fig 2). 

The second incident Bob refers took place a 
little nearer home. 

Carl Robbins, a freelance photographer, had 
taken some photographs (Figs 4 and 5) at 
9.10 pm on 18 June 1969 at Bordesley 
Green, Birmingham. Bob interviewed the 
photographer for a book project and Carl 
made the following statement: 

“I was driving along Charles Road, 

Bordesley Green, Birmingham, on the 18th 
June, 1969 at approximately 9.1 Opm, when 
a huge ring of smoke came into view ahead 
of me. It was almost a perfect circle as it 
slowly rolled over in the sky, like a large rub¬ 
ber band. At a very rough estimate I would 
say that the ring was about 50ft in diameter. 


“Our sighting took place on 5 November 
1959, and that is why we were all outside 
that night. I know that this was no fire¬ 
work, it was nothing like any fire¬ 
work I have ever seen. The object A 
was about the size of a sixpence d 
held at arm’s length and totally 
silent.” 

After describing this UFO incident 
(which to me sounds very similar 
to the object (Fig 1) captured on film 



“It appeared as a thick ring of black, 
oily smoke, having some sort of 
k inner cord, around which it was 
:V burning. There were three 
equally spaced lumps around 
the ring which appeared to be 
burning a little more fiercely 
than the rest. After about five 
minutes the smoke started to 
burn away from one of these 
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lumps in each direction towards the next. Then 
the smoke between these last two lumps 
burned away, leaving a thin ring of what 
appeared to be smoke or gas. This remind¬ 
ed me of some sort of fuse burning down. 
The thin ring remained for another three or 
four minutes with smoke still lingering around 
the three lumps. Then the whole lot faded 
away.” 

“Some people who had seen the smoke ring 
thought it may have been caused by a fire. 
However, a spokesman for Birmingham Fire 
and Ambulance Service said that it had not 
dealt with any fires in the Bordesley Green 
area that night. 

“Prof. John Fremlin, of Applied Radioactivity 
at Birmingham University, said that it was dif¬ 
ficult to establish what it had been. An official 
at the Birmingham Airport Meteorological 
Office said that he could not think of any nat¬ 
ural reason nor could he put forward any 
theories for he had never known anything 
like it before.” 


Bob asked Carl over the telephone if he had 
noticed any form of air vehicle in the sky 
beforehand, but he said that he, nor anyone 
else, had any previous cause to look 
towards the sky, but there could have been a 
UFO flying above, un-noticed. 

Subsequently, William Turner wrote to UFO 
Magazine with these interesting comments 
(the letter in full is included under CORRE¬ 
SPONDENCE, page 78): 

“Regarding page 25 of the latest issue: the 
‘smoke rings’ photos. I have seen these 
many times at air shows (most often at the 
CAF - Commemorative Air Force displays in 
Texas). The smoke-rings are caused by 
’pyrotechnics' being exploded - to simulate 
bombs being dropped! 

“Depending on the manner of explosive and 
container in use, the smoke rings are seen 
at some UK displays, but ours are often less 
spectacular than the US versions! I know of 
no connection with an airship in the photo.” 


TO CONCLUDE: 

We refer to individual events, happening in 
different parts of the world, and almost forty 
years apart (1959, 1965, 1969, 2001) with 
similarities linking each to the other. 

The air display pyrotechnics are a very pos¬ 
sible cause of the smoke but as far as 
researchers are aware Rex Heflin was not in 
the vicinity of any air show and it is unlikely 
that Carl Robbins was taking photographs of 
air display remnants at ten past nine on a 
summer’s evening. 

It seems that strange events can be filmed 
very many years apart and bear a striking 
resemblance to each other and the 
researchers and investigators still come up 
with as many negative arguments as what 
something might be as there are positive.

With the help of others it 
was eventually discovered that 
the deputy commander of the 
base, Col. Charles Halt, had offi¬ 
cially written up the alleged UFO 
encounters and, through the 
United States freedom of informa¬ 
tion act, a document known as 
the ‘Halt Memo’ came into the 
public domain. The Rendlesham 
Forest Incident became firmly 
placed in the UFO history books. 


“That lasted for about a fortnight. I got 
straight back into it, mainly because Col.

For many who experience the UFO sub¬ 
ject at first hand, there is no dropping out 
or backing off. I speak from experience. It 
was around the time of the Rendlesham 
incident that I observed the craft that con¬ 
vinced me that this subject is about real 
nuts and bolts machinery. I tell my lecture 
audiences that if you think you’ve seen a 
UFO you’re probably not mistaken 
because, from my experience, once you 
have seen a UFO you know you’ve seen 
one.

camera but have seen something with the 
naked eye. 

But it was John Hanson who contacted 
UFO Magazine and sent us the following 
account replete with images. 

John Hanson’s report 

I thought it was time to let readers know 
that during frequent visits to Rendlesham 
Forest, in the company of my friend 
Brenda Butler and her companion Peter 
Parish, many strange things have 
occurred. 

One cannot fully describe the feelings of 
excitement that surge through the body in 
a range of emotions when you actually 
see this phenomenon, which appears as 
football sized globes hovering quietly a 
few feet off the forest floor, unless you’ve 
been there and experienced the phenom¬ 
enon for yourself. 

Whatever these objects are, they appear 
to have a willingness to reveal them¬ 
selves (when trapped in the flash of a dig¬ 
ital camera) in much greater numbers to 
those who already believe in their reality. 

There are many out there who sceptically 
believe that this phenomenon can be 
explained away as nothing more than 
water droplets, pollen, moisture on the 
lens, etc. etc. 

Despite our many visits to this spectacu¬ 
lar area of natural beauty, nothing can 
capture the excitement experienced in the 
presence of a great swathe of ‘Orbs’ or 
the feeling as they brush across one’s 
face and legs. Walk through the forest at 
night and subsequently see the amazing 
results on the photographs as dozens of 



‘Orbs’ blot out facial features and back¬ 
ground. Sometimes in complete contrast 
you’re lucky to catch a solitary Orb’. 

Why this is so one can’t be sure, but in our 
experience loud sounds and bright lights 
appear to minimise the likelihood of cap¬ 
turing this strange phenomenon on film. 

Many doubters suspect that the electron¬ 
ics and image recording systems of digi¬ 
tal cameras are responsible for causing 
these effects’ on digital film exclusively. 

This thankfully is not the case. Brenda 
Butler has been coming to the forest for 
many years and she has in her posses¬ 
sion numerous 35mm photos showing 
identical effects, taken prior to the digital 
revolution’. 

There is no doubt that from the results of 
our research, we believe Brenda is the 
‘key’ or trigger’ to this phenomenon. 
Whether this is the result of some form of 
personal interaction with unseen ener¬ 
gies, which appear localised to the area, 
or her innumerable visits to the Forest 
over the years, can only be a matter of 
speculation. 

Strangely, we have seen with our own 
eyes the many photographs taken by 
Brenda showing double exposures but, > 
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Mason is once more the ‘star of 
the show’ when this was taken

even more extraordinarily, some pho¬ 
tographs show fragmented images which 
are rather disconcerting to the eye. 

It also seems strange that when Brenda 
takes images at the same time as others 
she seems far more likely to capture 
‘Orbs’ in her images. There were also 
occasions when Brenda was standing 
next to someone with a camera taking 
almost the identical shot. When viewing 
the images from both cameras, Brenda’s 
has ‘Orbs’, the other has none. 

A few months ago there was a subtle 
change in what was being captured on 
camera. Instead of ‘Orbs’ Brenda began 


to capture numerous photos of what she 
referred to as ‘streamers’. These ‘stream¬ 
ers’ have the appearance of glowing lines 
of colour sweeping across the ground in 
front of her weaving in and out just above 
the forest floor. 


The testimony of the US Airman involved in the 
UFO incident back in 1980 draws reference to 
lights in the forest and beams of light being 
shone down through the trees; could this be 
the same ‘Orbs’ phenomenon experienced 
some 23 years later? 

It has also been suggested that the fast mov¬ 
ing luminosities are in fact part of the moth¬ 
balled base security originating from inside the 
airbase itself; this seems unlikely. 

Whatever Brenda and her friends are experi¬ 
encing in Rendlesham Forest appears to be 
very real. Some may suggest the photographs 
are merely images of a light source i.e. a 
match or torch taken on a very slow or open 
shutter speed creating the impression of 
movement. Photographs such as this have to 
be set up on a tripod and the only way a light 
source could get into the picture would be by 
putting it there, for instance throwing a lighted 
match across the camera lens, 
but surely the photographer 
would be aware of such an 
action. 

This would also suggest that the 
photograph had been manufac¬ 
tured. If the photograph were 
taken hand held with a slow shut¬ 
ter speed then any movement 
would have shown. The resulting 
image would be well out of focus 
and visible shake would be obvious.

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Nick Pope, as most of you will be aware worths for 
the Ministry of Defence. In the early 1990s he was 
in charge of the Ministry’s office that handled UFO 
reports, Air (SEC 2A). Since then Nick has always 
being happy to oblige film makers and researchers 
with his own personal views of the subject, and 
discuss where possible his experiences during his 
term of office within the department. 

There haven’t been too many serious looks at the 
UFO subject documented on film that haven’t included 
comments from Nick. 

Recently the Sci-Fi channel’s UFO Invasion at 
Rendlesham was aired by SKY One in the UK, and the 
BBC’s Timewatch was aired on UK terrestrial and 
satellite television. Nick was interviewed for both pro¬ 
grammes and here he shares his thoughts on the final 
products that were presented to the viewing public.

Documentary Reviews

On Friday 9 January BBC2’s 
Timewatch series screened a 
UFO documentary. I offer the 
following comments by way of a 
review. 

Overall, I thought the show was 
pretty good. The BBC team did 
a great job of presenting a wide 
range of material, and didn’t 
seem to have the agenda that 
sometimes spoils UFO docu¬ 
mentaries. 

Michael Wadding, who directed 
and produced the show for 
Timewatch, let the various wit¬ 
nesses and commentators have 
their say, but kept editorial opin¬ 
ions to a minimum, leaving view¬ 
ers to make up their own minds. 

Little of the material will have 
been new to members of this 
list. The show covered the set¬ 
ting up of the Flying Saucer 
Working Party, Winston Churchill’s 
memo on UFOs, and the 1952 
sighting involving RAF pilot 
Michael Swiney and his Royal 
Navy student David Crofts. 

The West Mailing incident from 
1953 was featured (a sighting by 
RAF aircrew Terry Johnson and 
Geoffrey Smythe), as was the 
wave of ‘flying cross’ sightings 
from 1967, including the incident 
involving two police constables, 
Clifford Waycott and Roger 
Willey. Interest expressed by the 
Duke of Edinburgh and Earl 


Mountbatten was highlighted, 
and the saga of royal equerry Sir 
Peter Horsley and his extraordi¬ 
nary meeting with the mysteri¬ 
ous ‘Mr Janus’ was also fea¬ 
tured. Much of this material will 
be familiar to many ufologists, 
and has been featured previous¬ 
ly in books such as Timothy 
Good’s Above Top Secret. I do 
not say this as a criticism, 
because I thought it was well 
put together, and Timewatch will 
have brought the subject 
to a new audience. The inter¬ 
view with Mountbatten’s daugh¬ 
ter, Lady Pamela Hicks, was 
very interesting. 

The Rendlesham Forest incident 
was covered briefly, but the 
main focus of the show was on 
sightings in the Fifties and 
Sixties, and the response to 
these on the part of the Ministry 
of Defence. I was interviewed 
about this, and had previously 
discussed the official policy with 
the Timewatch team. 

Ufologists were hardly featured; 
Dave Clarke and Andy Roberts 
appeared, and there was some 
decidedly odd footage of some¬ 
body who claimed to be speak¬ 
ing Venusian, some material on 
LSD, and ‘alien babies’; but for 
the most part, this was a show 
that highlighted the testimony of 
the witnesses, and allowed them 
to tell the stories of their respec¬ 
tive encounters. Their quiet dig¬ 
nity shone through. 


Social and cultural historians 
appeared too, and it was inter¬ 
esting to hear their views on 
how the UFO phenomenon tied 
in with popular culture, such as 
science fiction, the Cold War 
and the space programme. 

What impressed me most about 
the Timewatch team was their 
thoroughness. My main contact 
was the associate producer, 

Lisa Charles, and I remember in 
particular a conversation we had 
about the percentage of UFO 
sightings that remained unex¬ 
plained. 

She’d heard ufologists bandy 
about various figures, but want¬ 
ed to know whether any of 
these could be backed up by 
official statistics and public 
statements. I sent her copies of 


various MOD letters and 
Hansard extracts in which such 
figures were given, cross-refer¬ 
enced with US statistics from 
Project Blue Book. We got into 
an interesting discussion about 
the (sometimes difficult) process 
of deciding whether to cate¬ 
gorise a sighting as “unknown” 
or “insufficient data”. 

Ironically, this was never used; 
but its an interesting insight into 
Timewatch’s professionalism. 

Overall I think this was a worth¬ 
while programme. While it will 
not have been to everyone’s lik¬ 
ing, the important point, it 
seems to me, is that it was 
made at all. It is not often that 
one sees one of the BBC’s flag¬ 
ship history programmes tackle 
this subject. »«***. 


I’ve now seen the Sci-Fi Channel’s 
documentary UFO Invasion at 
Rendlesham, and thought I’d 
offer a few comments, primarily 
for those in the UK, where it 
hasn’t yet been shown. 

Overall I thought it was very 
good, not least for the obvious 
reason that the length of the 
show allowed more material to 
be presented in more depth 
than would have been the case 
with a shorter documentary. 


The producers used two main 
consultants, thanked in the 
credits: Georgina Bruni and 
Peter Robbins. Accordingly, the 
documentary drew heavily on 
material published in You Can’t 
Tell The People and Left At East 
Gate. However, that’s not to say 
that there wasn’t a lot of new 
material presented. After a brief 
overview, I’ll focus on this new 
material, and what I see as the 
key points. 

Georgina Bruni and Peter 
Robbins were featured through 
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out the documentary, with other 
researchers such as Tim Good, 
Nick Redfern and Rich Dolan 
also offering comments. So far 
as USAF personnel were con¬ 
cerned, Halt and Penniston 
played the central role, with 
Larry Warren also being featured 
a lot. Gordon Williams, Monroe 
Nevels and Ray Gulyas gave 
what I believe to be their first 
television interviews, and 
Edward Cabansag was also 
featured a fair bit. Civilian wit¬ 
nesses included Gerry Harris, 
and Roy and Marina Webb. No 
official USAF or MOD spokes¬ 
person appeared, but Lord Hill- 
Norton and I were featured 
extensively in a private capacity, 
giving our personal views on the 
incident, the official investigation, 
and other relevant points. I 
picked out the following as new 
or interesting pieces of 
information: 

Penniston said that Staff 
Sergeant John Coffey confirmed 
to him that an uncorrelated radar 
target had been tracked imme¬ 
diately prior to the first sighting. 

With regard to the official USAF 
witness statements published 
in You Can’t Tell The People, 
Penniston said that he sanitised 
his by choice. Cabansag stated 
that he was forced to sign his. 

Penniston was filmed with his 
original notebook, on which he 
said he’d made notes and draw¬ 
ings at the time of his sighting. 
This merits further study. The 
sketch of the hieroglyphs, for 
example, is rawer than the more 
tidy version that appears in 
You Can’t Tell The People. 

Penniston, Nevels and Gulyas all 
said that photographs had been 
taken during the various sight¬ 
ings, but that they came 
back fogged. 

Halt and Penniston disagreed 
over the location of the landing 
site, and then concluded that 
two separate locations were 
involved. Forester Vince 
Thurkettle (the original propo¬ 
nent of the lighthouse theory) 
confirmed that the lighthouse 
would not have been visible 
from this second site. That said, 

I wondered whether Halt or 
Penniston could really be certain 


about the locations so long after 


the event, given that the forest 
has changed significantly, most 
notably as a result of tree loss 
during the so-called Great Storm of 
1987, and subsequent replanting. 

Halt went further than I’ve heard 
him go before in public on 
promoting the idea that some 
aggressive debriefings were 
carried out using chemicals 
and/or hypnosis, and that dis¬ 
information techniques were used. 

Penniston recalled (albeit under 
regression hypnosis) that two 
people he described as agents 
of either C8 or DS8 had been 
present during a debriefing 
involving an injection of Sodium 
Pentothal. I was then filmed 
explaining that Defence 
Secretariat 8 had been the 
Ministry of Defence's lead 
department on the UFO issue at 
the time. This division evolved 
into Secretariate Staff), where I 
worked, so I was a little unhap¬ 
py at the potential implication 
that my predecessors had 
engaged in such an activity. I 
should point out that it was 
public knowledge that the 
departmental lead for investigat¬ 
ing UFO sightings lay with DS8. 

A few quibbles; some dates 
were wrong, including (crucially) 
the dates of the incidents them¬ 
selves, and the date that the 
MOD released documents from 
the files on the incidents. An 
interesting initiative involving 
environmental scientist Patrick 
Davison checking the landing 
site for radiation fizzled out, 
possibly because of confusion 
over the locations. And the point 
about the then C in C USAFE 
(United States Air Force Europe) 
General Charles A. Gabriel (who 
died on September 4,2003) 
being given the tape recordings 
wasn’t really developed as thor¬ 
oughly as it might have been. 
Overall, however, this was an 
excellent programme. 

The end credits finished with the 
following poignant message: 
Dedicated to the memory of 
Graham W. Birdsall, Founder 
and Editor-in-Chief UFO Magazine 
(UK), 7th April 1954- 19th 
September 2003. He will be 
remembered for his courage, 
sense of humour, drive, and 
countless contributions to the

Sunday 18 August 2002 was a relaxed 
and quiet summer day. In the evening I 
started testing a brand new pair of giant 
binoculars that had just arrived from the 
United States. With it came a solid tripod 
on which I mounted the glasses. 


Christien was chattering with some 
neighbours in the yard and the kids were 
playing football. 


It was a peaceful evening and I started 
observing the Moon, enjoying the crisp 
clear views of my new astronomical toy. 
After twenty minutes of intense observ¬ 
ing, my mind slipped into a “meditative 
mode’' and just seconds later, all of a 
sudden, it was there: The portrait of a 
Lady on the Moon'. My first impres¬ 
sion was “foolish...this can’t 
be”. I closed my eyes, shook 
my head and tried again.

In this month's issue of UFO Magazine 
I'd like to share with you my finding of a 
funny but intriguing (anomalous) pattern 
on the surface of the Moon.

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According to some scientific beliefs, the 
known composition of gases within the 
Martian atmosphere, when illuminated by 
the sun, will give off a pale blue hue, not 
red. Do NASA think that if we saw a blue 
sky on Mars we would not be able to han¬ 
dle the consequences?

This is all very fascinating and it got me 
to thinking what such a facility might look 
like in connection with a manned, in-bot- 
tom base, especially in view of the SRI 
document that I cited at the beginning of 
this article.

The illustration of the shark hunt really 
caught my eye. (See Illustration 18.) I am 
greatly intrigued by the glowing, translu¬ 
cent dome-shaped structures on the 
ocean floor. It is very dark at great depth 
in the sea, since sunlight cannot pene¬ 
trate thousands of feet of seawater, so 
presumably any structure that is sited on 
the deep sea bottom would need to be 
well lit. But the translucent, glass-like 
appearance of the domed structures 
jogged something in my memory. A cou¬ 
ple of years ago I was reading a fascinat¬ 
ing book, Vieques: Poligono del Tercer 
Tipo, by the well-known Puerto Rican 
UFOIogist Jorge Martin, that had a 
description of a purported undersea base 



near Puerto Rico that was under a big, 
transparent dome. The story is very 
unusual. A man named Mr. Roldan report¬ 
ed being taken by tall, human-like alien 
beings to an elaborate undersea base to 
the east of Puerto Rico that was con¬ 
structed under some kind of big “trans¬ 
parent cupola”. (14) The book contains 
an illustration of this undersea city’s 
appearance and it is most thought pro¬ 
voking, I assure you. As with all stories of 
this type, we must consider two possibili¬ 
ties: a) the story is false, or b) the story is 
possibly true. More and more of these 
sorts of stories are popping up as the 


years go by, such that I am starting to 
suppose that just maybe at least some of 
them are true. It may even be possible 
that Mr. Roldan’s story is true, though I 
readily admit that I do not know one way 
or another. 

One of the things that I find interesting 
about his story is the reported location of 
this alleged undersea base to the east of 
Puerto Rico. As it happens, the U.S. Navy 
for many years had an active base on the 
east coast of Puerto Rico, Naval Station 
Roosevelt Roads (now in the process of 
being closed down), (15) and for many 



years also conducted extensive war 
games on and around the nearby island 
of Vieques which lies directly east of the 
main island of Puerto Rico. Given the 
decades-long history of heavy U.S. Navy 
activity in and around the waters that lie 



to the east of Puerto Rico I seriously 
doubt that a deep undersea city under a 
transparent cupola would have gone 
unnoticed and unremarked by the U.S. 
military. Could such a thing possibly be 
true? Is it possible that such a city exists 
and that the U.S. Navy knows of it, but 
says nothing? I just do not know. The 
waters around Puerto Rico are extremely 
deep and what lies beneath them is 
beyond my limited ability to rigorously 
investigate. 

That said, we do have this puzzling illus¬ 
tration by a U.S. Navy artist of brightly 
glowing domes set on the deep seabed. 

Walter Koerschner has clearly told me 
that the inspiration for these illustrations 
came out of his own artistic imagination. 

And of course that has to be true. How 
could it be otherwise, since he is the cre¬ 
ative entity behind them? But at the same 
time, I cannot ignore that his artistic inspi¬ 
ration took place within the specific con¬ 
text of a U.S. Navy, manned, in-bottom, 
undersea base, R&D program.

How much of what he 
has depicted in his illustrations has been 
carried out, if anything, remains unknown 
to me. And quite possibly to him, as well. 
The extremely compartmentalized world 
of special operations is a highly secretive, 
very high-tech and massively well-funded 
place (with untold

budget dollars, of 
course). Perhaps 
the best we can 
hope for is to view 
the plans for what 
was on the draw¬ 
ing board 36 
years ago. Maybe 
something like 
these plans has 
been carried out; 
maybe not. Maybe 
what has happened goes so far beyond 
what is depicted in these illustrations as 
to be like science-fiction. Or maybe not. 
All I can do is present for your considera¬ 
tion the evidence that my efforts have so 
far uncovered. Make of it what you will.B

Sedona in Arizona seems to be a serious New Age 
area, with quite a few ranches in the region experienc¬ 
ing some very strange occurrences. The most famous 
one is the Sherman ranch, which was eventually 
bought by Robert Bigelow, a millionaire with a deep 
interest in the paranormal. Bigelow later went on to 
form NIDs, cn excellent establishment, which takes a 
scientific yet accessible, approach to the subject of 
UFOs and other related material. It was suggested that 
perhaps there was a dimensional portal on the farm as 
some very strange creatures and events seemed to 
appear and occur there and Bigelow bought the 
property so as to be able to study the phenomena 
more closely. He is yet to publish his results. 

Linda Ball's book is about the Bradshaw ranch, where 
she lived, and the events that went on there.

If I was prepared to live in a very out-of-the-way loca¬ 
tion like this, I don't suppose I'd be afraid of the dark. 

Nevertheless, the thought of walking around outside at 
night, as Linda did, specifically looking for the sort of 
thing that would sit comfortably in a John Carpenter 
film, is not my idea of fun, even if all that she came 
into contact with was mostly benign. I have no shame. 

If I'd been with her I would have been happy to place 
my six feet plus frame firmly behind her, and, purely in 
the interests of chivalry, would have insisted that she 
went first. 

Orbs eventually turned into unseen people who could 
be felt brushing past and whose footsteps could be 
heard. Occasionally, briefly, these people would allow 
themselves to be photographed. The most notable of 
these was The Blue Man, who just happened to be 
close to ten feet tall. There is a picture of his head He 
looks frightening. Frighteningly normal that is. Except for 
his ears. His ear hole appears towards the top of his 
ear, about half an inch higher than is "normal". 

And speaking of pictures, the book is awash with them, 
many in colour. A good few are of orbs and energy 
sources. The photos themselves lead on to another 
aspect - evidence. There are plenty of pictures that 
support Linda's claims - footprints, indentations etc. but 
one can only take her word and that of her compan¬ 
ions about their authenticity. So you, the reader, make 
the decision. Purely instinctively, I would say it looks gen¬ 
uine but that's hardly scientific confirmation. 

Nevertheless, if I were going to fake it, I would have 
gone for more spectacular and convincing effects. 
Linda used a particular shop to get her pictures devel¬ 
oped and one day, after collecting yet another batch, 
she noticed a number of photos that had been taken 
with her camera from inside her house, looking out 
through the kitchen window. The pictures were odd 
showing a strange distortion in the images captured, 
but odder still was the fact that Linda hadn't taken 


them. She resolved to get to the bottom of it. After 
checking with her family to make sure no one else had 
use her camera, she left it on the kitchen table 
overnight having first dusted it down with talc so that 
finger prints might be left if anyone picked it up. 

Sure enough, the next day there were prints all over the 
camera. They were not human. The being that had 
picked the camera up had one very pointed 
appendage and a short, wide digit next to it. 

There are many similar stories in the book and it is obvi¬ 
ous that the experience of living on the ranch was a 
deeply spiritual event for Linda. There were many times 
when she was frightened but also many times when 
she felt overwhelmed by Love. When she felt cornered 
she would cry out to God, and she has placed in the 
book her thoughts and feelings about her faith. This 
might be off putting for some. While it isn't seriously 
intrusive, I did find reading her thoughts in relation to 
this a bit l<e reading a rambling sermon and, as it 
comes fairly early on in the story, I wasn't sure at first of 
either its context or relevance. Later on, as the penny 
dropped, I was left feeling very uncharitable. Given what 
she experienced, she was bound to want to try to cling 
on to a reality and comfort that she was familiar with. 

There will be some who would wish to dismiss the entire 
book as the ramblings of a disturbed mind, but that is 
not easy to do. There are too many other people 
involved, and not just family. There are ample witnesses 
and an abundance of photographic evidence to sup¬ 
port her story. 

And yet somehow, it didn't quite grab me. It wasn't to 
do with doubts about its authenticity, probably more to 
do with my own personal interest. But there's no ques¬ 
tion there's a market for this book and it should sell well.

Even at the level of micro-bugs, and I start¬ 
ed an extended trawl through the online 
archives for scientific material. What I 
found astounded me. I had known about 
the controversy of the ‘Mars Meteorite’ 
recovered from Antarctica some years ago. 

When sliced up by geologists and looked 
at through a microscope, they had been 
astounded to find what looked like the fos¬ 
silised remains of bacteria, deep inside its 
rocky core. What I did not know about was 
the extensive amount of work being done 
on other meteorites by NASA’s newly 
established $5,000000 Astrobiology Unit at 
an American University, or the research in 
the western Antarctic by polar scientists. 

The western Antarctic is probably the most 
desolate and lonely place on Earth. There, 
almost no rain falls, the night-time tempera¬ 
ture is minus 100 centigrade

in fact anything larger than two metres 
across. So when the pictures arrived 
showing the landing sites for the 
British and American spacecraft on the 
Martian surface, I was fascinated.

Conditions are almost identical to 
that of Mars, except for the higher 
air-pressure.

The most mysterious 
rock in the World 
Sealed tightly inside a level 
4 bio-container, usually 
used only for super-deadly 
killer-bugs, lies the Martian 
rock that might yield the 
secret of life in our Universe. 
Recovered as a meteorite 
from the wastes of 
Antarctica, biologists found 
traces in its core of 
fossilised bacteria and 
other micro-organisms. 


These life- 
forms do not 
survive as oth¬ 
ers do elsewhere, 
in more temperate 
conditions. They have 
their own unique ways of 
getting energy for life, and scien¬ 
tists studying these have discovered 
what they have called SLiME. (No, there is 
not a spelling mistake!!) SLiME stands for: 
“Subsurface Lithoautotrophic Microbial 
Ecosystem”! 


Unlike other life-forms on Earth, these 
microorganisms survive not from living off 
the carbon or hydrogen from decaying 
plant matter, but from the hydrogen given 
off by the chemical reaction between the 
basalt rocks and ground-water. (A sort of 
geological rust.) 


Martian bugs, fossilised for ever in time, 
probably originated over four billion 
years ago in this fragment of Martian 
meteorite recovered from Antarctica. 


These organisms might also be very old. 
They get their life processes energy from 
the chemical reactions of water and the 
iron rich rocks. (Hematite, to name one.) 


The earliest life on Earth has been traced 
back 4 billion years, but photo-synthesis, 
(for plants and bacteria) began only 2.8 bil¬ 
lion years ago. So these creatures are the 
remnants of life from the very beginning, 
and such life processes would work per¬ 
fectly well on Mars. Now once you have 
such basic life, micro-organisms inevitably 
evolve into more complex life, and eventu¬ 
ally, you get an entire eco-system. > 
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Slices of rock from the Martian meteorite that 
were cut thinner than a razor-blade and 
examined under a powerful microscope.

Twenty five years ago, Viking, the first American lander on Mars, shot 
numerous colour pictures. What is interesting is the colour balance of this 
picture. Unlike the lurid purple images NASA has recently been releasing, 
this shows an almost believable colour balance. The sky is greenish, not 
purple, but towards the Zenith, directly overhead, it becomes bluish-black. 
NASA’s most recent colour pictures of Mars are not even consistent with its 
own pictures from 25 years ago.

As 
such the quantum vacuum 
exhibits a wealth of subatomic 
particles like electrons, pho¬ 
tons, quarks, gravitons, etc. 


Because empty space is not 
really empty, the constant boils 
down to assigning energy to 
the quantum vacuum because 
when these energy figures are 
added up for all those particles 
popping into and out of our 
Universe, the value is enor¬ 
mous. 


Of course, as I have said 
many times, the idea of zero 
point energy is fine if it exists at 
all and we can find a way to 
tap into it. Opinion about this 
point is divided in physics with 
some physicists saying there is 
an infinite power source for the 
taking, while others claim the 
total value across the whole 
Universe might just be enough 
to boil a kettle of water and 
make a cup of tea! Some 
astronomers have claimed that 
if the helium-3 work is to be 
believed we might have to set¬ 
tle for tea rather than infinite 
clean power and easy space 
travel. 


However the advantage here 
is we will be able to look over 
the edge of the artificial black 
hole (the event horizon) to see 
what is going on inside, some¬ 
thing we can never do with a 
real black hole. This might lead 
to new theories and ideas on 
black holes and their use as a 
short-cut across the Universe, 
but it is early days. 


Helium has a wonder- 1 
ful quality when 
cooled to almost the 
lowest temperature 
possible or absolute 
zero (-273.15 degrees 
Celsius).

Cosmic Strings and 
Black Holes 

One of the earliest successes 
in the helium-3 work was the 
creation of artificial cosmic 
strings. These are vast lengths 
of high energy material which 
theory suggests threads 
throughout the Universe. The 
artificial strings of the helium-3 
universe were created by firing 
neutrons into a rotating vat of 
helium-3. This triggered 
nuclear reactions that flash 
heated small regions of the ♦ 
fluid. As the regions cooled 
swirling vortices (vortex lines) 
behaved exactly like cosmic 
strings. One of the problems 
with the cosmic strings created 
in the Big Bang is they cannot 
be confirmed by observation.

At higher temperatures 
it is chaotic and impossible to 
separate gravitational degrees 
of freedom from other degrees 
of freedom. This, says Volovik 
means quantum gravity does 
not exist, it is an emergent 
phenomenon’.

They are a consequence of 
the theory, but we might never 
see them. In the helium-3 Work 
we at least see the laboratory 
equivalent. 
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Saturn 

Saturn remains on view in the western 
sky in the constellation of Gemini. For 
northern latitude observers the planet 
will remain on show for a short while 
after midnight and, although a relatively 
bright object, will fade slightly from 
magnitude -0.2 to 0.0 during the 
month. 


Saturn will be 5 degrees south of the 
Gibbous (three-quarter) Moon on 1 
March and 5 degrees south of the half 
Moon on 28 March. 


March Meteors 

Like February, March also seems to be 
devoid of major meteor shows although 
sporadic meteors can appear without 
warning at any time. 


Regulus (1.4) in Leo can be seen in the 
south-east after sunset appearing due 
south just before midnight at the begin¬ 
ning of March and at 22h by the end of 
the month. It will remain on view until 
dawn. 

Capella (0.05) is still high up towards 
the south-west after sunset but will sink 
lower in the west during the night until 
close to the northern horizon by dawn. 

Castor (1.58) and Pollux (1.16) in Gemini 
are almost due south at dusk and will 


Venus will be 2 degrees north of the 
Crescent Moon on 24 March. 

Mars 

Also in the western, evening sky is Mars 
which continues to linger for some time 
yet. Despite being well past opposition 
(August last year) Mars will remain on 
view throughout March moving from 
Aries into Taurus passing south of the 
open star cluster, the Pleiades (M45) 
when a separation of only 3 degrees 
occurs in the third week of March. This 
encounter will be enhanced when a 


Comets C/2002 T7 
and C/2001 Q4 

Hopes remain high that these two 
comets will be prominent summer fea¬ 
tures during April and May. From the UK 
there is a chance they will both be visi¬ 
ble either side of the evening sky during 
May, However, May weather in the UK is 
somewhat unpredictable as are 
cometary apparitions! 

Both have brightened more than 
expected but the best, T7, is still around 
magnitude 8 or 9 making it a telescop¬ 
ic object. However, at opposition on 23 
April it may be a prominent feature as it 
moves from Perseus, through Triangulum 
into Pisces. Comet Q4 is moving north¬ 
wards from the region of the winter con¬ 
stellations of Canis Major and Orion 
towards Ursa Major in July. I will say 
more in next month's sky guide. 


Late March will see all five naked eye planets 
on show in the evening sky. Mercury will pull 
away from the Surfs glare, Venus reaches its 
greatest angular distance from the Sun, Mars 
is still lingering before sunset as is Saturn, 
while Jupiter comes to opposition. 


Bright Stars 

Many bright stars can exhibit strange 
effects unfamiliar to the casual observ¬ 
er, like colour change or disappearing 
behind haze especially when low on 
the horizon. As always I have included 
the brightness (magnitudes) of the most 
prominent stars after their name in 
brackets. This should also act as a 
guide when comparing brightness of 
objects throughout the guide. The mag¬ 
nitude system works such that the lower 
the value the brighter the object with 
particularly bright objects having 
increasingly negative values. 

Arcturus (-0.06) and Spica (1.0) rise in 
the east during the early evening and 
should be on view by 22h at the begin¬ 
ning of the month and by 20h at the 
month's end. To find these follow round 
the handle of the Plough or Big Dipper 
and you will first arrive at Arcturus then 
Spica. 

Vega (0.04) and Deneb (1.26) hover 
low on the northern horizon as the night 
begins but will climb in altitude steadily 
as the early hours approach. By about 
03/04h they will be almost overhead. 

Altair (0.77) in Aquila will follow behind 
Deneb and Vega rising at about 02h in 
early March and by 01 h at the end of 
the month. Again the star will climb in 
altitude throughout the remainder of 
darkness. Antares (1.35) in Scorpius is ris¬ 
ing at the same times but further 
around the south-eastern horizon. 


remain on view setting towards the west 
for most of the night appearing close to 
the western horizon by dawn. 

Aldebaran (0.8) /Betelguese (0.4) /Rigel 
(0.1) /Sirius (-1.46) /Procyon (0.4) are all 
winter stars, so as spring approaches 
they will appear close to the western 
horizon after sunset, setting in the west 
around midnight. 

THE PLANETS 
Mercury 

Mercury starts the month in superior 
conjunction (behind the Sun) but will 
become an evening feature by the 
middle of the month for observers in 
equatorial and northern latitudes. For 
northern temperate latitudes this will be 
the most favourable evening apparition 
of the year. Mercury will reach greatest 
eastern elongation on 29 March when 
its angular distance from the Sun is 19 
degrees. Throughout the apparition its 
magnitude will decline from -1.2 to 
+0.4 at the month's end. 

Mercury will be 4 degrees north of the 
Crescent Moon on 22 March. 

Venus 

Venus continues to dominate the west- 
north-western evening sky throughout 
the month at magnitude -4.3. The plan¬ 
et reaches greatest eastern elongation 
on 29 March (same date as Mercury) 
when the angular separation will be 46 
degrees. 


thin crescent Moon appears nearby on 
25/26 March. Mars will also fade slightly 
from magnitude +1.1 to +1.3. 

Mars will be 0.8 degrees south of the 
(almost) half Moon on 26 March. 

Jupiter 

Jupiter remains visible as a bright object 
in the constellation of Leo. The planet 
will come to opposition on 3 March 
when it will be on view throughout the 
hours of darkness, appearing due south 
at midnight. The planet's brightness 
holds steady at magnitude -2.5. Jupiter 
will appear in the east at sunset and will 
remain on view until dawn as a con¬ 
spicuous night time feature. 

Jupiter will be 3 degrees south of the 
Full Moon on 6 March.

WHY ARE FLYING SAUCERS

We must assume that any 
intelligent being capable of 
celestial 'flight' has evolved 
subjected to gravity.
